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 PEONAGE SOLVED 
BY CO-OPERATION 


Association of All Concerned 
Urged to Put an End to 
South’s Labor 
Troubles, 


WOMAN OFFICIAL’S PLAN. 


Mrs. Quackenbos Would Divert 
Immigration from Tene- 
ment to Farm and 
Factory.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 8.—[Special.}— 
Mrs. Mary Grace Quackenbos, special aseist- 
ant attorney general, has been engaged for 
months under the directions of the depart- 
ment of justice in preparing peonage cases 
in the southern states. She was acting under 
instructions of the attorney general, but in 
working up the evidence in these cases has 
been put in the position by many southern 
péewepapers and people of attempting to de- 
Stroy the white labor supply in that section. 

The prosecution of peotlage cases has 
stopped the flow of European labor to the 
gouth to some extent, and thus Mrs. Quack- 
enbos has been shown in the light of being 
an enemy to thedevelopment of the south. A 
resolution is pending in the house of repre- 
sentatives calling for an investigation of 
the peonage question as developed by ber 
teports to the attorney general. 


Novel Labor Scheme. 


Tt will be a surprise to many, particularly 

fn the south, who have been denouncing peon- 
age prosecutions, to learn that Mrs. Quack- 
enbos has originated a scheme for the set- 
tlement of the labor question in the south 
which seems as practical as it is novel. Her 
plan is independent of the government and 
is not based on action by the department of 
justice. She proposes a voluntary associa- 
tion of southern planters and manufacturers, 
pailroad and steamship companies, foreign 
eonsuls general and the immigrants them- 
selves, the object being to divert the stream 
of foreign labor from the congested districts 
of thé east side in New York to the cotton 
fields, mills, lumber camps and mines of the 
south. Coming from such source this prop- 
ocition will unquestionably attract attention 
in the south and in congress, because its ob- 
ject is to supply the south with labor and at 
the same time protect the forgign laborer by 
asstring him a good home, fair treatment, 
and an honest contract. Mrs. Quackenbos is 
intimately acquainted with conditions in the 
tenement district of New York and for a year 
@ more has been studying the white labor 
problem in the south so that she is probably 
the best authority in the country on rela- 
tions between the north and south as applied 
te the immigration problem. 


Question of Understanding. 

My connection with the peonage prosecu- 
Mons, said Aire Quackenbos, is entirely 
Official. It would not be proper to speak on 
that phase of the subject now, because many

~ terested In is to apply a remedy for conditions 


Which never wodid have existed if all persons 
interested had fully understood each other, 


The south needs labor. That is evident to 


éverybody. The colored people cannot sup- 
ply enough labor to obtain the best develop- 
Ment of that section. The planters, mill 
owners, lumbermen, and miners must have 
additional labor. Practically the only way 
to get this is to induce im ants to settle 
there. That is the condition, briefly stated, 
in the south today. 

“There ig also a condition in the north to 
be understood. Hundreds. of thousands of 
immigrants are coming here every year. The 
great mass drifts at once tothe tenement dis- 
iets of New York and Boston or to the mills, 
mines, and railroad camps of the north At- 
lantic slope. 


Laborers Needed in South. 


“The European laborer is not going tothe 
Mace where he is most needed and where he 
can do the best for himself. While the south 
le crying for help, immigrants are packing 
The agricultural laborers 
of Europe instead of being directed toward 
Me outdoor, healthful life of the southern 
plantation are packed into congested districts 
of great cities. There ought to be some way 
of relieving both these situations. If the 
stream of immigration from Italy and Aus- 
Wa- Hungary could be diverted toward the 
Seuthern states it would be better for the 
Mmigrants and better for the south. It does 
not need argument to show that the average 
immigrant is a great deal better off in the 
eOuntry than in the city. He is certain to 
be better taken care of in the cotton mill of 
South Carolina than in the sweatshop of 
New York. The chances are he will become 
@ better citizen and learn American ideas 
ma shorter time if he and his family begin 
life in a plantation cabin in Louisiana rather 
than in a tenement in New York. There will 


de a better chance for him to grow up in the 


Country if he gets away from the cities of 
the north Atlantic seaboard. 


Better for All Concerned. 
At the same time it will be better for those 
Cities, because it will relieve the strain from 
the tenement districts, and it will be better 
for the south because it will give to that sec- 
tion the white labor supply necessary to 
progress.“ 

“That is all true enough,” I suggested. 
“but how do you propose to effect a change 
@ the stream of immigration so as to divert 
% from the north to the seutb, from the 
Atlantic coast to the interior?’ 

“Firat of all, you must convince the immi- 
Kant that it is to his interest to go to one 
Mace rather than another. You cannot effect 
permanent change by persuading a few 
Bundred families to go to a particular section 
even if you pay all their expenses. It is in- 
le that they should be well treated 

after they get to their future home. Unless 
dee prospects of a good livelihood and, 
Above all, unless they are treated as friends

MOVEMENTS OF OCEAN —— 
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The Heath and Milligan Manufacturing 
company, the paint concern that has been 
tottering financially for several weeks, suc- 
cumbed to its burden of debts yesterday. It 
was thrown into involuntary bankruptcy 
in the federal courts. The company is one 
of the oldest and arenes concerns in Amer- 
ica. 

Upon the petition of the First National and 
Corn Exchange National banks and the 
Standard Varnish company, three of the 
largest creditors, United States District 
Judge Bethea took charge of the affairs of the 
oompany in order to conserve the assets. The 
court appointed the following reeeivers for 
the property of the concern: 

WILLIAM O. NIBLACK, vice president of the 
Chicago Title and Trust company. 

EDWIN c. DAY, real. estate dealer. 

WILLIAM F, ZIBELL, professional receiver. 


Arter a conference in the office of Attorney 
R. P. Hollett, counsel for the paint company, 
in the afternoon the receivers took posses- 
sion of the Heath & Milligan plants and 
Offices. 

it is estimated that the Mabilities of the 
company total about $1,300,000, while the 
assets are approximately $1,000,000. The 
business of the company will be continued 
incefinitely by the receivers. 


Action Is Unexpected. 

The action, which was unlooked for, was 
taken about 1 o'clock in the afternoon. The 
petition was filed by Attorney Abraham J. 
Pflaum, representing the creditors, while At- 
torney Louis E. Sauter looked after the rights 
of the company. The petition was merely 
formal, setting up that the paint company 
was insolvent and that the two banks had 
claims of $5,000 each and the Standard Var- 
mish company oue of $10,000. As a matter of 
fact, the entire claims of the petitioning 
creditors are: First National bank, $175,000; 
Corn Exchange National, $175,000; and the 
Standard Varnish company, $35,000. 

Judge Bethea heard the petition and then 
appointed the receivers by agreement be- 
tween the interested parties. The receivers 
were required to file a bond for $100.000. 

The Heath & Milligan company has been on 
the verge of bankruptcy for some time. It 
has suffered a series of reverses, while its 
resources have been impaired by the over- 


which owns the concern. After a creditors’ 
meeting a couple of weeks ago, a committee 
was appointed to investigate the condition of 
the company’s finances with a view to extend- 
ing its Credit until sufficient money to pay Its 
debts could be raised. 


Action of Creditors’ Committee. 

This committee consisted of D. A. Moulton, 
vice president of the Corn Exchange Nation- 
al bank; Frank O. Wetmore, vice president of 
the First National; Oscar Rosenberg. presi- 
dent of the Standard Varnish company; F. 
W. Rockwell, manager of the National Lead 
company; and John McCarthy, manager of 
Charles Hathway & Co., commercial paper 
brokers, who had placed about $300,000 of 
Heath & Milligan paper with a number of 
country banks. 

At a meeting of this committee last Mon- 
day afternoon it was announced that the 
company would be given ten days of grace 
during which time an effort would be made 
to effect an agreement by which the concern 
might continue in business. But during the 
week the committee discovered that the 
condition of affairs in the company's man- 
agement was worse than had been suspected. 
At the same time a number of minor ered- 
itors took alarm and threatened to take their 
claims into court. 

After a conference of the members of the 
investigating committee on Friday it was 
determined to throw the company into bank- 
ruptcy at once in order to forestall such a 
move on the part of other creditors. 

One of the surprises which came out in 
the creditors’ meeting was the discovery 
that $180,000 of the company’s resources 
had gone to members of the Heath family 
in the shape of overdrafts on their accounts. 
President Ernest W. Heath got $186,000; 
Vice President Elliott Durand, a brother- 
in-law of the president, got $9,000; while 
$35,000 went to another member of the fam- 
lly, thought to be Arthur Heath, a brother 
of tige president. who is Sweet ary and treas- 
urer of the company. 


Much Bad Luck. 

In one way and another the company has 
had an undue share of bad luck. A couple of 
years ago it had a surplus of $250,000 and its 
stock, all of which was held in the Heath 
family, was worth $150 a share. The com- 
pany, which was founded fifty years ago by 
Monroe Heath, was left in excellent condi- 
tion when his sons succeeded to its manage- 
ment upon his death a few yearsago. It had 
been a big money maker. But the second 
generation was unable to keep up the busi- 
ness standard. 

About a year ago the company’s plant at 
Canal and Lumber streets burned and the 
construction of a new plant was begun im- 
mediately. In addition to the loss from fire 
the cost of the new building rose from 
$400,000, at which it had been estimated, to 
$800,000. The company’s capital is only 
$500,000. Besides ali this the company was 
compelled to establish emergency depots and 
purchase supplies from its competitors with 
which to fill its contracts. At the end of the 
year the business showed a loss, instead of a 
profit. 

Receiver to Conserve Assets. 

In speaking of the filing of the court move 
Attorney Pflaum said: 

The action was taken to conserve the 
assets. For about ten days in long sessions 
the creditors’ committee has been studying 
the situation in an endeavor to outline a plan 
by which the firm can continue business and 
survive. The committee is still at work. 
Recently small creditors have caused con- 
siderable annoyance by threatening action. 

“The creditors named in the petition 
agreed to assist the court and its officers in 
preserving the integrity of the business, and 
the creditors’ committee decided to have the 
petition filed to prevent the affairs of the 
concern falling into hostile hands. The face

They Let in Some Others; Employes of 
“Nearly as Good’’ Houses.

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There are 117 names included in the coach- 
men's blue book, which comprises these em- 
ployés of all the best families” in Chicago. 
With one or two exceptions, these 117 ail 
attended the annual ball of the Coachmen’s 
Benevolent association last night at the First 
regiment armory. 

Most of them are married—for a coachman 
is a prize when he belongs to one of the 
rst families,” getting perhaps as high as 
$150 to 6200 a month and tips on the stock 
market—and their wives were with them. 
Then there were other coachmen, not so high 
up in the social scale, which brought the 
total number up to near 300 couples with 
a lot of extra women—French ladies’ maids, 
housekeepers, and the like, who hadn't been 
able to grab coachmen.in the matrimonfal 
scramble. a 

The ball began at 10 o'clock, but the crush 
didm’t come till after 11, for some of the 
coachmen hail to take the carriages home 
after the theater. This deferred the grand 
march. Just before that important feature 
of the evening was about to take place it 
was whispered around that the function 
couldn't possibly achieve the success of for- 
mer years. 

Mrs. Fiéld’s Cook and Chauffeur. 

For why? Well, Mrs. Marshall Field's 
servants’ hall wasn't represented. Just at 
that moment J. J. Mooney, the only coach- 
man whe wore evening clothes besides WIII- 
lam MeHattie, president of the association 
and coachman for J. Ogden Armour, observed 
with delight: 

“ Look who is here. Miss Victoria Heins, 
Mrs. Marshall Field's cook.“ 

Sure enough it was Victoria, but who was 
that young man.who was with her? That 
blond, slight young man withthe firm jaw 
and the stooped shoulders? Surely he was 
no coachman. A chauffeur? Mrs. Fields” 
Well, let him in. He was in the company 
of a respectable cook. But he was about 
the only chauffeur present. 

Mooney, who is big and impressive, was 
coachman once for the late Arthur Caton, but 
now he’s head detective for the Merchants 
Loan and Trust company and looke the 


part. 
Grand March Starts. 


McHattie, who's Scotch, prepared to lead 
the grand march a little later. Following 
him was C. Wise, coachmam for C. H. Morse, 
and A. R. Walters, who drives E. A. Shedd’s 
horses. Some of the others noticed in the 
march were John, Heron, coachman for 
Cyrus McCormick: Owen Lavin (unmarried 
and worth $50,000), coachman for H. H. Por- 
ter; C. C. Wright, chauffeur for Samuel In- 
sull; James Douglas, attached to the family 
of John J. Mitchell; John Crimmin, Samuel 
W. Allerton’s coachman; William Fisher, 
who drives M. D. Wells’ horses; Peter Olof, 
ooachman for H. C. Lytton; Robert Pratt, 
John Dupee’s coachman; the dignified Joseph 
Daniels, who has driven for Mrs. P. D. Ar- 
mour à great many years; Tom Douglas, who 
drives for Louis Swift; Jack Dunford, who 
drives for Harold F. McCormick; C. F. Col- 
lins, who shoes J. Ogden Armour’s horses; 
Michael Dunn, who looks after Mrs. Marshall 
Field's baggage when she's taking à long 
trip and a great many others. 

Clarence Wise, who was second in the 
grand march, created something of a sensa- 
tion by appearing in a dinner jacket, white 
waistcoat, and long black four-in-hand tie 
in the knot of which a large scarfpin was 
inserted jauntily. 


Nobody from Mrs. Palmer’s. 


McHattie didn't notige any men, he said, 
from Mrs. Potter Palmer's, but thought some 
chauffeur—who didn’t count—from that house 
might have slipped under the canvas. All 
these coachmen, except Lavin, were accom- 
panied by their wives. Among the young 
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men for husbands were Nellie Quigley, who is 
connected with the Orson Smith family; 
Augusta Gordon and Ellen Anderson, from 
the house of Mrs. Henry Corwith; Sarah Mc- 
Lochlin, from Ogden Armour's, and a good 
many others that Mooney, who was master 
of ceremonies—a sort of social register 
couldn't name. 


Only Best People Get In. 


It's a great affair,“ said Mr. McHattie. 
None but the best people are here. We do 
not admit cab drivers. Nobody but first class 
coachmen from private families are desired. 
It ig strictly recherche. We do not care 
either for the chauffeur class. It is possible 
that the tendenc¥towasd motoring has inter- 
fered with the attendance somewhat—I can 
remember when we had 750 couples—but we 
take pride in being select.“ 

There Was a program of. twenty-four 
dances, including two highland schottisches, 
put on because of the Scotch, and along about 
midnight nearly everybody went to supper, 
which was served on long tables at the west 
end of the hall. It Was a real supper, begin- 
ning with cream of chicken soup and includ- 
ing such substantial food as fricassed 
chicken, roast turkey, potatoes’A M France, 
boiled tongue, and premium ham. 


Liquor Hard to Find. 

As the armory is a state building there was 
no joy water prominently displayed, but by 
going down a long and tortuous flight of 
stairs, proceeding through a section of cellar, 
opening a slatted door and turning a corner 
one could find a discreet barkeeper or two, 
and the quality of liquor was said to be ex- 
cellent. 

It seemed to the onlookers from the gal- 
lery that there were more women than men 
and McHattie, who was counting up the re- 
ceipts in the box office a good deal of the 
time, admitted reluctantly that this might 
be go, but he explained it on two grounds. 

Many of the coachmen don’t dance, and 
their idea of a good time at these functions 
ie to find a quiet place and pull out a briar 
pipe and begin smoking. Nothing but briar 
pipes ever are used by the coachmen in the 
first families, and they are of the straight 
stem variety. That well known bachelor 
Oren Lavin was smoking a black one early 
in the evening, but a French maid from the 
family of one of the Swifts insisted that he 
put it away, which he did, in his pocket, still 
lighted, 

The other reason for the presence of so 
many extra women was the large families of 
the older coachmen, none of whom believe in 
race suicide. Some of them have five or six 
daughters of dancing age and all the girls 
were there. If there were any boys they were 
home, looking after the horses. 


Come in Employers’ Carriages. 


A good many of the coachmen came to the 
ball in their employers’ carriages, having 
borrowed them for the evening from the 
employers, who believe in encouraging these 
affairs, for the same reason that they give 
then tips on the stock market, a good coach- 
man being a treagure even in a motor car age. 

The extra girle were dressed with all the 
regard for the niceties of fashion that their 
mistresses might have indulged in. The 
married women wore less elaborate toilets. 

The benevolent association has over $6,000 
in its treasury that is paid out to sick coach- 
men or to their widows if the coachmen die. 
But it is the social features that makes the 
association popular.

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KILLS SELF TO SAVE FAMILY 


New York Physician, Fearing 
Insanity, Commits Suicide. 


DOOMED TO BEOOME MANIAC. 


Strange Tragedy Revealed by Death of 
Dr. Stacey D. Williamson. 


Utica, N. V., Feb. 8.—[{Special.]—The sut- 
cide in Malone a few days ago of Dr. Stacey 
Dwight Williamson, a leading physician of 
that community, has revealed one of the 
strangest tragedies ever recorded in north- 
ern New Tork. Details of the suicide un- 
folded today reveal how Dr. Williamson, 
prompted by expert medical opinion that he 
was rapidly developing homicidal insanity, 


and that in an unguarded moment he might a 


attack his two small children or beautiful 
young wife, made his will, dressed himself 
for the grave, and swallowed a quantity of 
morphine, which caused his death. 

Dr. Williamson had a lucrative practice, 
was a leader at golf and in automobile cir- 
cles of Malone, and, with hie wife, moved 
in exclusive social circles. He was of a 
jovial disposition until a year ago, when he 
was seized with a fit of melancholy, during 
which he confided to his wife that his mother 
and another relative had died of homicidal 
inganity, and expressed fear that he, too, 
would meet such a fate. During the last 
summer he appeared to shake off his melan- 
choly spell. 

Insanity Experts Sealed Fate. 

This winter, however, he developed an- 
other mooody spell, and two weeks ago in- 
formed his wife that he was going to consult 
two physicians at the Ogdensburg state hos- 
pital with a view of ascertaining whether he 
was doomed to insanity. Leaving his prac- 
tice in the care of another Malone physician, 
Dr. Williamson went to Ogdensburg and 
returned home with a message that shat- 
tered the hope of his household. His medical 
friends at the Ogdensburg state hospital 
informed him, after a careful examination, 
that his worst fears would eventually be 
realized and he was liable to become violently 
insane without a moment's warning. 

Dr. Williamson's mind was quickly made 
up as to his course of procedure. One morn- 
ing, several days later, he arose, apparently 
in better spirits than usual, summoned his 
coachman, and made calls On such of his pa- 
tients as needed his immediate attention. 
Then he drove home, wrote letters to his 
wife, and to each of his children, telling 
them he was doomed to insanity, and pre- 
ferred death to existence In a madhouse, He 
also mentioned their peril so long as he re- 
mained unrestrained. 

Prepared Himself for Death. 

Dr. Williamson then went to his sleeping 
apartments, took a bath, shaved, attired 
himself in his best clothing, swallowed a 
dose of morphine, and lay ona bed. His 
wife found him there a few moments after- 
ward. and despite his assurance that he was 
not ill she summoned three physicians. 

They came promptly, but Dr. Williamson 
informed them that their services were use- 
less, as he had taken poison, and would be 
dead in half an hour. Then he kissed his 
wife and children good-by, assuring them 
that he had dome the proper thing, lapsed into 
unconsciousness, and died in, just half an 
hour, as he stated he would.

Jenkins Says Temperance Peo- 
ple Seek to Tangle Con- 
gress and Courts. 


ARGUE ON TILLMAN BILL. 


California Legislator Declares 
Acts Proposed Would 
Injure State. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 8.— The feature 
of the hearing of the anti-saloon represguta- 
tives before the house judiciary co ttee 
was the remarks of John J. Jenkins, chair- 
man of the committee, to the Rev. S. E. 
Nicholson, who spoke for the American Anti- 
Saloon league. The remarks were made at 
the conclusion of an argument by Mr. Nich- 
olson urging the adoption of the Littleffeld 
or some similar bill prohibiting the shipping 
of liquor into prohibition territory. 

Chairman Jenkins said 90 per cent of the 
bills of the kind under discussion brought 
before his committees were aimed at the 
throat of the government. Men full of senti- 
ment would appear there, he declared, and 
urge the committee to report a bill and ask 
congress to pass a law to be tested before 
the Supreme court. 

“Your argument,“ said Mr. Jenkins, *' is 
to put it up to the Supreme court. Weare 
not here to report bills that appear to us to 
be unconstitutional. It is our duty to pre- 
vent, if possible, the passage of laws that 
are unconstitutional.”’ 


Hits Blow at Prohibition. 

“I do not thigk that we should listen to 
you sentimental gentlemen when you try to 
overpersuade us. We are trying to save this 
government and do not want to be continual- 
ly reporting out bills for the sake of Chris- 
tilanity or anything else that win be turned 
down by the courts. I have been in prohibi- 
tion territory and seen how the laws were 
evaded. There I saw the men with a prayer 
book in One hand and a knife for an enemy 
in the other.“ . 

Mr. Nicholson explained it was not his in- 
tention to ask the committee to do anything 
wrong. 

Mr. Jenkine said politics had nothing to do 
with the work of the judiciary committee, 
but that there was a diversity of opinion as 
to whether the various liquor bills were con- 
stitutional or not. 

Mr. Nicholson. was followed by Theodore 
Alvord of Parkersburg, W. Va.; P. A. Baker 
of Columbus, O., and general superintendent 
of the American Anti-Saloon league, both of 
whom favored the proposed legisiation. 


Sees Harm to California. 


Representative Julius Kahn of California 
appeared in behalf of the grape growers and 
wine makers of his state and asked the com- 
mittee not to close the hearing on the bill 
before his people, representing more than 
$100,000,000 in property, could be heard. 

He said the Littlefield bill would prohibit 
the shipping of wine from California to any 
other state, but could not prevent the landing 
of wine from France or any other foreign 
country in American ports. 

“TI do not believe,” continued Mr. Kahn, 
“that the American people are weaker than 
the Europeans. I think that we are just 
about as able to take care of ourselves as 
are the inhabitants of any country. The 
home is the place to teach temperance. The 
Germans are the most progressive people in 
the world, and they drink beer from the 
cradle. It is the abuse and not the use of the 
drink that hurts.“ 


Plead for Tillman Measure. 


A subcommittee of the senate committee on 
the judiciary, consisting of Senators Knox of 
Pennsylvania, Fulton of Oregon, and Bacon 
of Georgia, today gave an extended hearing 
to the Tillman bill providing that, upon the 
arrival of liquors within a state and before 
delivery to a consignee, they shall be sub- 
ject to the operation of the laws of the state, 
in the same manner as though such liquors 
had been produced in the state. 

Mrs. L. M. N. Stevena, national president 
of the W. C. T. U., said that in Maine bogus 
express companies operate surreptitiously 
through keepers of blind tigers, etc. 

In that way. she said, it is never pos- 
sible to trace it to the consignees ag con- 
templated by the law as now interpreted by 
the Supreme court of the United States.“ 
She wanted the law amended so that the 
liquor might be seized at the point of desig- 
nation without regard to the consignee. 

Tells of Nonalcoholic Beer. 

Opponents of the bill appeared in the per- 
sons of George W. Yost, president of the Na- 
tional Vial and Bottle Manufacturers’ asso- 
ciation, and William Launier, secretary of 
the National Glass Blowers’ association, who 
claimed the proposed legislation threatened 
their business, which, they said, employs 
40,000 people. 

Senator Bacon of Georgia suggested that 
when prohibition laws were enacted in 
Georgia there was a big brewery near his 
home which every one supposed would be 
closed down. 

But,“ added Serator Bacon, they began 
to make a beer that had no alcohol in it. 
The agricultural department has pronounced 
it to be nonalcoholic ahd now they are bot- 
tling more beer than ever before.“ 

It is certainly worth coming a long dis- 
tance to hear that encdOuraging news, said 
one of the bottlers who had come from Ohio 
to attend the hearing. 


Gibbons Urges High License. 

New Orleans, La., Feb. 8.—Cardinal Gib- 
bons, in an interview on prohibition, pub- 
iished today, says: 

“IT am persuaded that it is practically 
impossible to put prohibition into effect in 
any large community, and the best means 
to promote temperance is to limit the num- 
ber of saloons by high license. I would be 
in favor of inflicting severe punishment on 
the proprietors of saloons who violated the 
law in the firet instance; and in the second 
instance of violation I would withdraw the 
license altogether. 

“In the country places, I would suggest 
local option as an excellent means for the 
repression of intemperance if, in the judg- 
ment of the majority of the voters, the sale 
of liquor should not be entirely eliminated. 

Laws like prohibition, that are certain to 
be violated, had best not be made. for inces- 
sant violation draws down upon them dis- 
respect. 

Hunt for Bribery Proof. 

Charleston, W. Va., Feb. 8.—A report to 
the effect that the liquor lobby, seeking to 
defeat the prohibition amendment. had 
raised $150,000 with which to capture the 
necessary votes in the state senate was re- 
sponsible for the appointment of a commit- 
tee of three senators to make a rigid investi- 
gation and report the facts to the senate

Detroit. Mich., Feb. 8.—[Special.]—For the 
second time in the history of Detroit the lid 
was put on the saloons tonight.

BXPLOSIVES LAW UNDER FIRE 


Railroad Men Point Out Defects 
to Nation’s Lawmakers. 


TERMS MUST BE IGNORED. 


Measure Declared Obsolete Since Dyna- 
mite Was Made. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 8—Dynamite, 
nitroglycerin, and the fulminates held the 
attention of the house committee on inter- 
state and foreigm commerce today. 

A new law to safeguard their transporta- 
tion’ was the subject discussed, and in the 
course of the hearing an impromptu lecture 
om high explosives was delivered by Dr. 
Charles B. Dudley of Altoona, Pa., president 
of the bureau for the safe transportation of 
explosives, comprising representatives of 
ninety-three railroads owning and operating 
70 per cent of the steam road trackage of the 
United States. 

Dr. Dudley appeared in support of the 
Sherman bill, whose object is to promote 
the safe transportation in interstate com- 
merce of explosives and other dangerous 
articles.” 

This bill was largely drawn by the explo- 
sives’bureau. It prohibits the commercial 
transportation of dynamite, gunpowder, or 
other explosives excepting small arms am- 
munition, except under strict regulations. 

In discussing existing laws, Dr. Dudley 
cited the fact that they require. the trans- 
portation of such sensitive explosives as nitro- 
giycerin fulminate of mercury (the chief 
agency of percussion caps), and fulminate 
of silver, in iron cases. 

This provision.“ he said, ‘‘ contemplates 
an iron lid to the case. That gives us a con- 
tact of two metallic bodies. Suppose, as I 
am convinced has often been true in cases of 
explosions in transit, the movements of trave! 
so disarrange a packed fulminate that a little 
of the dry powder escapes the package, and 
a grain of it gete lodged between the iron 
case and‘ts lid. Then the train, we will say, 
is stopped with a stiff jar. Up goes every- 
thing in a roar and a flash. 

Dry fulminate is so sensitive that if I 
should lay a grain on the edge of this table 
and strike it with my thumb nail I am sure 
the result would interest you. 

Says Law Is Out of Date. 

“The idea of carrying such an article in 
metallic cases, as required in the present 
law, patently was originated at a time when 
the intimate relations between explosives 
and commerce were less understood than 
they are now. ‘Three years ago, as a result 
of the Harrisburg explosion—a wreck which 
cost the Pennsylvania railroad company 
$1,000,000—the president of that company, Mr 
McRea. drew a bill tor the safeguarding of 
explosives in transit, and it was introduced. 
It was good as far as it went, but it failed 
of passage. 

The present bill before you represents the 
best efforts of the bureau for the safe trans- 
portation of explosives, an organization 
which aside from its inclusion of the highest 
skill along these lines, must commend itself 
to you as sincere because of the fact that 
it is made up of railroad men, and the rall- 
roads stand to lose most heavily from ex- 
plosions in transit. 

Law Is Constantly Ignored. 

With Dr. Dudley appeared the committee, 
W. B. Dwinnell, general manager of the de- 
velopment department of the E. I. Dupont- 
De Nemours Powder company of Wilming- 
ton, Del. 

“The present laws governing transporta- 
tion of explosives,"’ said Mr. Dwinnell, were 
dtawn some years before dynamite became 
known as an article of commerce, and they 
are so impracticable that in order to obey 
them the railroads would have to go out of 
the explosives carrying business. 

“The seriousness of this fact will be ap- 
preciated when I tell you, for instance, that 
the principal revenues of the Pennsylvania 
railroad are derived from freight produced 
by the use of dynamite—coal, iron, and ume- 
stone. The use of high explosives in blast- 
ing is one of the big commercial factors of 
today. 

“The net result is that the railroads have 
been. and are today, systematically and uni- 
versally violating the dead letter explosives 
laws on your statute books. And though 
one-half of the fine for violations is payable 
to the informer these violations are not 
prosecuted.” 


SWIFT PLANT FOR PORTLAND. 


Packing Company’s Plans Include Ex- 
penditure of More than $3,500, - 
000 in Oregon City. 


Portland, Ore., Feb. 8—L. F. Swift and 
officials from his Chicago packing plant ar- 
rived in this city today to complete fina! plans 
for the erection in Portland of an immense 
packing house to cost more than $3,500,000. 
When completed the plant will make Port- 
land the packing house center of the Pacific 
coast, covering the entire transrocky moun- 
tain territory, British Columbia, and Alaska. 
The required railroad transportation facili- 
ties will involve an additional expenditure of 
about $2,000,000 on the part of transporta- 
tion companies, ! .

Kills Himsalf in Home. 


MONEY LOSSES THE CAUSE. 


Private Investments Made by Him 
Wipe Out Fortune. 


Moline, III., Feb. 8—[Specta!.]—Frank W. 
Gould, president of the board of trustees of 
the Western Illinois Hospital for the Insane 
at Watertown, committed suicide today. 

The family declared the suicide was the 
result of mental depression, due to finanelal 
worry following recent “unfortunate private 
investments. They declared Mr. Gould's 
connection with the asyldim and the recent 
inquiry into the affairs at that institution 
had nothing to do with thesuicide. 

They also declared that the Union Malle- 
able Iron company of which Mr. Gould was 
president was in no way concerned in the 
financial trouble. It was said that Mr. 
Gould’s chief obligation had to do with his 
signing of bonds of the Illinois Straw Prod- 
ucts company of Rock Falls, which was re- 
cently sold by Mr. Gould and his brother-in- 
law, B. R. Townsend, to a Memphis man. 

Mr. Gould had indorsed the bonds with the 
late H. A. Barnard and the paper was held 
by Ira Hicks of Chicago. The amount was 
$75,000. 

The dead man was born in Moline on March 
25, 1833. He was the son of Judge J. M. 
Gould, a mill owner, who survives him. Mr. 
Gould’s widow is prominent in the state cir- 
cles of the D. A. R. and was a member of the 
woman's board for the Columbian exposition 
at Chicago. 

Mr. Gould was appointed a trustee of the 
Western Hospital for the Insane at Water- 
town by Gov. Tanner in 1897 and at the time 
of his death was president of the board. 
During his tehure cf office he took a personal 
pride and responsibility in the welfare of the 
inetitution.

H. Platt, didso. It is understood the district 
attorney will want to know if there was any- 
thing irregular in the discounting of the 
notes. O'Brien already has been a witness 
before the federal grand jury. 

Among the Morse transactions that have 
been leaking out since the departure of the 
deposed banker is his dealing with the Hud- 
son Navigation company. President Englis 
of that company said today that Morse had 
been authorized by that company to take 
$200,000 to buy the railroad now owned by 
the Hudson Valley railway company. He 
did thie. and later he was authorized to sell 
the read. He got $800,000 for it, but didn't 
turn the money over to the company. Ac- 
cording to President Englis he lent §700.000 
of it to the Metropolitan Steamship com- 
pany and $100,000 to the Consolidated Steam- 
ship company. 

When the directors of the Hudson company 
investigated they found that all they had 
to show for the $800.000 was the unsecured 
notes of the two steamship companies. 


Hunt for Assets Continues. 

The hunt after Morse assets to satisfy the 
National Bank of North America’s $243,000 
claim continued today, with little success. 
The Nationa! Bank of Commerce sent in word 
that it was holding for collection for be erste 
of the Worcester Trust company a Morse 
note for $50,000 which matured on Noy. 18, 
1907. Attached to the note ag collateral were 
100 shares ot stock of the Nationa! Bank of 
North America and twenty-five shares of 
the Knickerbocker Trust companr. The 
value of the stocks is problematical. 

District Attorney Jerome's office will begin 
an investigation on Monday into some Morse 
transactions in connection with the Provident 
Life Bavings company. 

Mr. Morse appeared as a witness before the 
special grand jury before he sailed and it is 
understood he was told his presence would 
be desired again.

CANTWELL DESERTS BANKER | 


Said to Have Lost $20,000 in Deposits 
and Bonds Loaned. 


The warring factions of the creditors of the 
defunct private bank of Archie C. Tisdelle, 94 
La Salle street; will meet today. Whether 
it is peace or war that John J. Sonsteby, 
member of ‘the ‘board of education, and his 
creditors’ committee, have agreed upon will 
then be discovered. 

The fact that Mr. Sonsteby had the com- 
mittee announce their intention of attending 
the meeting called by those hostile to the 
committee presages war. The meeting will 
be held today at 2:30 o'clock in the law office 
of John D. Farrell, room 444, Stock Exchange 
building. 

Attorney Farrell shows no disposition to 
“take sides in the matter until the result 
of today’s meeting is known. A number of 
depositors who do not think their interests 
will be properly conserved by the present 
depositors’ committee, which was appointed 
before the facts of the bank’s entangle- 
ment were known, went to him and asked 
that the meeting be held there. Yesterday 
Mr. Sonsteby inquired into the report that a 
meeting was to be held and told Mr. Farrell 
that the committee would be represented 
at the meeting and that he would be there 
if possible. 


Cantwell Deserts Brother-in-Lew.

STOP FUNERAL; NEW INQUEST 


Coroner Hears Mrs. Minnie Pish- 
er Was Kicked to Death: 


HUNTING FOR HER-HUSBAND. 


— — 


Woman Died of Broken Neck Sup- 
posediy from Accident. 


The funeral of Mrs. Minnie Fisher, who 
died from a broken neck, was to have been 
held yesterday afternoon, but was stopped 
by order of Coroner Hoffman, pending the 
investigation of a report that the woman's 
death was the result of maltreatment and 
not of accident. The evidence was furnished 
by a man, icentity unknown, who telephoned 
the Hudson avenue police station yesterday 
morning. The mysterious informanj said 
the woman had died as the result of kicks 
administered by the husband. 

‘Immediately on receipt of the information 
Igeut. Heidelmeier detailed men to investi- 
gate the case, and also communicated with 
Coroner Hoffman. The latter-sent-Coroner’s 
Physician O. W. Lewke to the house of 
mourning, 47 Mohawk street, 
other postmertem examination. The phy- 
sician’s report was that there were no marks 
of violence visible on the woman's body. 

The chaifi of mysterious circumstances sur- 
rounding the case, and which have come to 
light only in the last few days, led the coroner 
to stop the funeral, and the resuit will 
probably be a reopening of the inquest. 

Dies at Deaconess Hospital. 

Mrs. Fisher died Thursday night at the 
Evangelical. Deaconess. hospital, 80 Wiscon- 
sin street, of a broken neck, said to have 
been the result of a fall from a back porch 
at her home. Just before she died, the police 
learned, she told House Physician Dr. N. Nel- 
son that no one was to blame for her condi- 
tion except herself. She said this after pre- 
viously telling the physician that she had 
quarreled with her husband just before the 
accident. 

This deathbed clearing of her husband 
from blame was considered by the police as 
a strange circumstance, which, coupled with 
the information given by the mysterious man, 
has aroused suspicion. 

August Fisher, the husband, could not be 
found last nighi by the police, who are inves- 
tigating the case, but whether he had fled or 
is visiting at the home of friends the police 
would not advancean opinion.

CHARLES P. TAFT AS PACKER 
- COMPETES WITH THE TRUST. 


Secretary’s Brother Raises Cattle on a 
Texas Ranch and. Retails Product, 
Thereby Reducing. Meat Prices. 


Taft, Tex., Feb. 8-—[Special.)}—Charies 
P. Taft of Cincinnati, brother of Secre- 
tary of War Taft, and associates, who owna 
cattie ranch of 160,000 acres in-the gulf coast 
region of Texas, have established a meat 
packing plant here and are waging a fight on 
a small scale against the beef trust. This 
packing establishment receives all of its cat- 
tle from the Taft ranch. 

It is estimated there are more than 6,000,000 
head of cattle upon the rdnches of this state. 
In order to handle the great output of live 
stock the so-called beef trust has established 
two great packing plants at Fort Worth. 

If the plan which Mr. Taft and associates 
have adopted for utilising their own ranch 
cattle should be extended to other large 
ranches of the state, it would mean the revo- 
lutionizing of the cattle business in Texas. 

Mr. Taft and associates not only slaughter 
thelr own cattle 1 they retail the meat 
products direct to the people. They have es- 
tablished meat shops in all the principal 
towns of this section, and have reduced the 
price of meat materially. 

There are 18,000 head of cattle upon the 
Taft ranch. The packing plant is now 
slaughtering these ranch cattle at the rate 
of about 3,500 annually. The plant is being 
enlarged to a daily capacity of twenty head 
‘or cattle, which will bring up the annual 
slaughter to 7.300 head. 

Under the present method of selling the 
meat at retail the profits are 15 to 20 per 
cent greater than where the former method 
ot shipping on the hoof to the markets was 
followed.

“MILLIONAIRES’ ” POKER GAME 
RAIDED IN THE GRAND PACIFIC, 


Central Detectives Discover Location 
of Rooms by Means of an I. D. T. 
Boy with Bogus Message. 


The “ Millionaires’ club,’* which has had its 
quarters in the Grand Pacific hotel for the 
last ten Weeks, was raided at 1 o’clock this 
morning, and the detectives, after they had 
forced open a door, arrested nine men whom 
they found playing poker. 

The club, which the police assert is con- 
ducted by Gustave Strauss, occupied rooms 
100, 101, and 102 in the hotel. Until last night 
evidence against the members could not 
be obtained by the police. 

The location of the room was learned by 
means of a bogus message intrusted to an 
I. D. T. messenger, who was given a note 
to Strauss. Tre boy, on learning the num- 
ber of the room where the games were in 
progress, returned to the street and in- 
formed the detectives, 

The detectives on reaching the apartment 
rapped for admittance, but when the “ look- 
out opened the door a few inches and rec- 
ognized them he closed it with a bang and 
locked it. Then the detectives forced the 
door leading to room 101 and asserted they 
found poker games in progress. 

Ten men and one woman, the latter an em- 
ployé of the hotel, were found in the place.

Many of the well known men of Chicago 
who took a prominent part in the Investiga- 
tion of the mysterious elements that formed 
the most thrilling and remarkable feature 
of the crime have passed away. ‘ 
Mayor John A. Roche, Fred Ebersold, who 
was chief of police and whose resignation 
was asked a few days after the murder; Ser- 
geant Horace Elliott, Inspector Bonfield, . 
and George W. Hubbard, who succeeded Mr. 
Ebersold, all are dead. 


Crime Vividly Remembered. 
Among those who remember the detalles of 


the crime vividly are Ald. J. J. Badenoch—he 
Was an alderman even then—who was on the 


| coponer’s jury at the inquest; Capt, John 


Haines, then a detective, who did much to 
fasten the crime. upon Tascott; and Lieuts. 
John Hanley and John Hartnett. ; 

Mr. Snell was murdered ‘shortly after 2 
o'clock on the morning of Feb. 8, 1888, at 
his residence, Washington boulevard and Ada 
street. He slept on the second floor of the 
house. Two female servagts and two young 
grandchildren slept on the floor above. In 
the night they heard shots and shouting in 
rooms below them, but were too terrified to 
Fo downstairs, and they were unable to raise 
the frozen windows to give the alarm. ‘ 

The family coachman, going to build the 
fires at 7 o'clock, noticed with suspicion feot- 
prints in the sow which led him to the 
kitchen door. A section of the door had been 
cut out, giving the burglar opportunity to 
slip his hand through and open the door 
from the inside. 


Two Different Revolvers Used. 

The servant stumbled over his master’s 
body lying c@ its back in the hall of the first 
floor. There was one bullet hole in the head 
and another in the breast, either of which 
would have heen fatal. The bullets were of 
different caliber, indicating that two revol- 
vers had been used, Before he was killed Mr. 
Snell had fired one bullet from his own re- 
volver. 

Mr. Snell, though 65 years old, was.a man of 
powerful build, active, and fearless.. Years 
before his home had been robbed, and it fre- 
quently was hie custom: when he heard sus- 
picious noises during the night to seize the 
revolver that hung at his bedside and patrol 
the house. It is gupposed he heard the burg- 
lars and went down to investigate. Clad in. a 
white night robe, his body formed à plein 
target. 

A. J. Stone, son-in-law of the dead man, 


whose residence occupied the opposite corner 


in Randolph street, was notified and in a few 
minutes the police from the West Lake street 
station were investigating. A box that had 
contained burglars’ tools wag the only clew. 
This afterwards was identified as Tascott's 
property. The office of Mr. Snell on the floor 
below had been ransacked and $1,600 In coun- 
ty warrants and $5,000 worth of checks, some 
of them bearing Mr. Stone’s signature, stolen. 
Reward Offered for Murderer... 

At first it was believed there were two 
burglars’ in the house, each of whom fired a 
fatal shot, and that a third kept watch 
outside. Two sneak thieves who had been 
arrested. by John Hartnett a block away 
were supposed for several days to have been 
concerned in the crime, but dater they were 
released. The family offered $5,000 reward 
for the arrest of the murderer. ' 

Mrs. Wick, keeper of a boarding houe at 
474 West Madison street, on the eighth day 
following the crime furnished the police 
with information that led to fastening 
strong suspicion upon Tascott, who, under 
the name of T. A. Garthright; had ‘occupied 
a room at her house. On the day of the 
murder Tascott disappeared. After several 
days she searched his room and found sev- 
eral hundred dollars’ worth of silverware 
and other property stolen from residences 
of the neighborhood. She at once informed 
Mr. Stone and the police investigated fur- 
ther. 

In a stove in Tascott’s room were found 
charred pieces of warrants and other papers 
that evidently had been taken from Mr. 
Snell's desk. Among them was a partly 
burned check for. $2,560, payable to the order 
of A. J. Stone. 


Tascott an_Ex-Convict. 


Tascott, it developed, was the son of J. B. 
Tascott, a retired paint dealer. He never 
had been-brought up to work, he Hved ex- 
travagantly, and had served a year in the 
state penitentiary of Kentucky for burglary 
in Louisville. He was a stylish dresser, fre- 
quently being seen with a frock coat, silk 
hat, and gold headed walking stick. 

Jennie Franks, a young woman living at 50 
Curtis street, upon whom Tascott had be 
stowed his affections, told the police he was 
to have visited her on the morning of the 
murder. She said that Tascott on one of his 
visits to her had carried a box similar to the 
one found in the Snell dwelling. 

Chief Hubbard believed he had fastened 
the gullt conclusively upon Tascott. He said 
Tascott probably committed the crime single 
handed. H's explanation of the bullets of 
different caliber was that Tascott/was knéwn 
to carry two revolvers, and probably fired 
both of them at once. 

Through the Aesociated Press a description 
of Tascott was sent to every part of this 
continent, but without avail. The only tan- 
gible clew to his whereabouts after his flight 
from Chicago developed some weeks later in 
St. Paul, when a satchel which he had carried 
was discovered there. 

Frank Tascott, a brother of the suspected 
murderer, however, always maintained that 
„. Alle“ was innocent ard had a well es 
tablished alibi, having slept at his beuse on 
the night of the murder. He sald he and his 
brother had Cciscussed it on the following 
morning. That was the last that any of his 
relatives ever saw of young Tascott. 

Missing Man Still Suspected. 

There is no doubt in the minds of the 
police who worked on the case as to Tas- 
cott's guilt," said Inspector Backus, who 
as a lleutenant was one of the most active 
of the police investigators, ** It practically 
is a certainty,” he continued. “ Tascott was 
a son of respectable parents and lived in the 
neighborhood. He had been wild, and was 
in prison in Kentueky. After his release he 
came back to the same part of Chicago, and 
it generally was known that he was a 
burglar and sneak thief. ; 

“He made a proposition to one man to 
become a pal of his, and on that occasion 
pointed out the Snell house, saying: There's 
a place I'm going through some night.’ The 
box that contained the burglar's kit and also 
some of the tools that were found at the 
Snell house were identified positively by a 
west side hardware merchant as having been 
told by him to Tascott.“ * ete

TENANTS FREEZE IN HOMES 


New York Apartment Dwellers 
at Landlords’ Mercy. 


LAW AFFORDS NO RELIEF. 


Health Department Powerless to Force 
Heating of Rooms. 


New York, Feb. 8.—[Special.}—With the 
cold weather there has been revived the old 
“steam heated apartments 
which are not heated. One hears on all sides 
plaints of tenants that their rooms are gl- 
lowed to remain at temperatures of 40° and 
Jower, 6 wom : 

Remonstrances to landlords do no good, in 
many cases, It is charged, and danger to the 
lives of infants and old people ensues. 

The questions addressed to lawyers and 
officers of the deartment of heal. would 
seem to show that under the existing laws 
‘there is no redress for the shivering tenants. 
While the danger of' sickness caused by ex- 
posure would seem to place the apartments 
within the health department’s sphere, it fs 
admitted the law provides no means for com- 
pelling landlords to maintain any particular 
temperature. * 


No Relief for Shivering. ' 


We get dozens of complaints from tej- 


satiitary superintendent. ** All we can dais 
to write to the people and tell them the mat- 
ter does not enter our jurisdiction. .The only 
alternative they can have is to move out. 
That's what I would do. | 

“If we could heip them we would, but we 
are absolutely powerless.“ 

Dr. Blauvelt's opinion was endorsed by a 
downtown lawyer, who said: 

“A tenant who wants more heat in his 
apartment has only two courses open to 
him He can move out, satisfying himself 
Arst that he has sufficient reason for break- 
ing his lease, or he can bring suit against his 
landlord for damages incurred through his 
failure to supply enough heat. 

Both of these remedies are desperate, 
and it has been my experience, from ob- 
serving closely the trend of them, that suits 
for damages instituted on these grounds sel- 
dom are successful.“ 


Tenant Tells of Suffering. 


In a letter to a newspaper the other day 
an apartment dweller told this story: 

Mine is a steum heated apartment of six 
rooms. On Sunday the temperature of the 
dining room was 42 degrees at 7 a. m.. The 
radiator was bidodwarm. Soon thereafter 
the temperature fell to 38 degrees and r 
mained there until night, when it rose a little, 

In the parlor the radiator was stone cold, 
a damp towel. froze stiff, raw beefsteak con- 
gealed to the consistency of iron.

HISTORY OF IRELAND’S ART 
TOLD BY AN IRISH ARTIST. 


Wm. A. Brennan, Traveler from Cork, 
Addresses Members of Fellowship 
Cldb at Noonday Luncheon. 


William A. Brennan, artist and traveler, 
was the guest of honor at the Irish Fellow- 
Ship club’s Saturday luncheon. Mr. Bren- 
nan read a paper on “Irish Art and Irish 
Artists.” He divided art into two divisions, 
pittorial and technical. The Celtic spirit, he 
said, prevailed in the former idealistic art 
and the Teutonic in the latter. The Teutons 
painted, what they saw, but in the Spanish, 
Italian, and fate French schools one found 
the Celtic spirit at its best. He said of the 
Irish artists that the most eminent had come 
from Cork. 

Mr. Brennan spoke of James Barry, born 
in 1741, who attracted the attention of Ed- 
mund Burke, Who enabled him to pursue his 
studies in the continental schools. Barry 
painted many famous pictures and reached 
the honor of professor of painting in the 
Royal academy. His idealism did not har- 
monize with the technicalism of the English 
artists, and in 1790 he was dismissed from 
the academy. Mr. Brennan asked the aid 
of the club and Irishmen generally in an ef- 
fort to revive Irish art.

9 CRAZED BY LACK OF FOOD 


Pittsburg Family Fights When 
Bread Is. Brought In. 


BOY IS FOUND DEAD IN BED. 


One Succumbs to Pangs of Starvation; 
Others Will Recover. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Feb. 8.—[Special.]—Nine 
members of a family demented from lack 
of food, and another of the same family lying 
dead from starvation was the frightful con- 
dition of affaire discovered this afternoon in 
the borough of Etma, a suburb, by two 
deputy coroners. 

Matt Radmantz, head of the family, is 
hopelessly insane, and fought like a madman 
this afternoon when the deputy coroners 
proke into the place. When food was placed 
before the starving family, they fought over 
it like a pack of wild dogs. 

A week ago the attention of Poor Direc- 
tor H. W. Ochse was called to the family. 
He went to the house, but found the door 
barricaded, and Radmantz angrily ordered 
3 & window Ochse saw a boy lying 
on a bed of straw, but imagined he was 


asleep. 


Starving Man Fights Deputies. 

Today the case was again reported to 
Ochse, ahd when he went to the house and 
peered through the window he was surprised 
to see the body of the boy lying in exactly 
the same position. Believing the boy to be 
dead, he notified the coroner’s office. 

Coroner's Deputies Paulin, Filmore, and 
Prethero went to the house, They had to 
batter down the door before they could gain 
an entrance. 

- Radmantz flew at them like a tiger, while 
his wife and seven living children prayed that 
the intruders give/them bread. 

One glance told the deputies that the boy 
on the bed, Matt Radmantz Jr., was dead, 
and an examination showed that he had been 
dead for at least a week. Radmants fought 
viciously against the removal of the body. 


Food Starts New Struggle. 


Not realizing the seriousness of the case, 
Ochse had taken a supply of provisions along. 
When the wife and children of Radmantz 
saw the food they overpowered Ochse and 
took it from him, the ‘children fighting 
among themselves over @ loaf of bread. 

A physician, who was summoned later, had 
the entire family removed to a hospital, 
where they are being given food in small 
quantities. 

Radmantz is insand from privation, but it 
is believed the others will recover. Acocord- 
ing to Mrs. Radmantz, they have had no 
food in the house for several weeks. 


Municipal Court Refuses to Imprison 
Certain Offenders at City’s 


Expense.

Defendants convicted of statutory offenses 
Tr the Municipal court may hereafter be sent 
to the county jail instead of to the house of 
correction, according to a statement made by 
Chief Justice Harry Olson yesterday. 

City Controller Walter H. Wilson during 
the day requested that the judges of the 
Municipal court be instructed to send no more 
prisoners to the house of correction because 
the county had refused to contribute toward 
their support. 

“The city supports the house of corection,”’ 
said Chief Justice Olson. “If the county 
won't pay for ite prisoners we will send them 
to the county jail.” 

The chief justice said the county always had 
paid for the maintenance of this class of 
prisoners at the house of correction, but had 
refused to continue payment after the Mu- 
nicipal court took charge of the prosecution.

FORMER FEDERAL PROSECUTOR 
GUILTY IN LAND FRAUD CASE. 


John H. Hall of Portland, Ore., One of 
a Dozen Prominent Men Accused of 
Crime, Convicted. 


Portland, Ore., Feb. 8—Former United 
States District Attorney John H. Hall, in- 
dicted for censpiracy, with the Butte Creek 
Land, Live Stock and Lumber company, to 
maintain an alleged illegal fence which in- 
closed 20,000 acres of public land in Wheeler 
county, was today found guilty. The trial 
has been in progress since Jan. 13 and has 
been bitterly fought on both sides. 

Three hours and ten minutes after receiv- 
ing the instructions of Judge Hunt last night 
the jury arrived at a decision, and at 10:30 
o’clock this morning a sealed verdict was re- 
turned, 

The offense is punishable by a fine not ex- 
ceeding $10,000 or by imprisonment not ex- 
ceeding two years. Judge Webster, counsel 
for Hall, was allowed sixty days in which to 
file notice of appeal, and was granted until 
May 1 to prepare a bill of exceptions, pend- 
ing which sentence was suspended. 
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George Watt, one of the men who have 
been helped over tempbrary difficulties in 
obteli food and a place to sleep at the 
Tribune lodging house, is om his feet again.

Without Scotch Accent. 

Watt has always done clerical work and 
doesn’t talk or act much like a Scotchman 
ne ver saying hoot or ken“ or “dinna.” 
He's around 85 years old and he would o 
taken for a down east Yankee, except for a 
certain floridness of complexion that comes 
from the fierce winds that sweep over his 
native heath. 

When he got to New York last November 
George wished by the sacred heart of Rob- 
eyt Bruce that he had staid in Bonnie Scot- 
land, for there wasn't even soup for the job- 
less, and there were blue coated “ coppers” 
to tell a poor Scottishman to moveon. He 
hadn’t much money and he knew what it was 
to sleep in a dark corner of a building with 
no fire and without as much as a spoon of 
oatmeal to relieve the gnawings of hunger. 

Finally he found his way to Chicago and 
he got acquainted with Malcolm McDowell, 
another Scotchman, who about that time 
was feeding the hungry unemployed in 
West Madison street from a coffee wagon. 
McDowell sent him over to Supt. Alexander 
Cleland of the Tribune lodging house, who 
is Scotch, and asked him to give him some- 
thing to do—any way a place to sleep until 
he could get enough money to go to Winni- 


peg. 
Took Charge of Lists. 

Cleland didn’t know whether to put George 
in a place of authority or not. For one thing 
the man hadn't been tried, and for another 
Cleland didn't want to have it appear that 
the lodging ouse was being run too much by 
the Scotch. He had one Scotehman in charge 
of a floor. So he took this Scotchman off, 
replacing him by @ Irishman, and with a 
Swede on the next floor and a German for 
cook, and a couple of gmericans to do boss 
carpenter work, e tought he'd got the dif- 
ferent nationalities pretty well divided. 

Watt was paid $1 a day for looking after 
the registration lists, wiuch was a ttle less 
than he would have made in Glasgow, shilling 
for shilling. He saved all his money, and in 
a week or so he was wearing clean linen 
again. Then he got shoes and clothes and 
started to save up enough money—over §20— 
to take him to Winnipeg 

By the time he got %s money ahead Watt 
concluded he would remain in Chicago. 

Among s contributione received yester- 
day was $5 from a widow who lives in Jolie t. 
She also sent this letter: 

Please find $5 for the poor of your city. 
I am glad to give my mite to aid a worthy 
cause and wish I could give $500, but as Iam 
a widow, in plain circumstances, must do as 
I can, not as I would be glad to do.“

Managers Say This IS No Indication 
of the Party’s Strength. 


That occasional political luxury in which 
free government indulges itself, a socialist 
primary, was held in Chicago yesterday, the 
occasion being the selection of socialist dele- 
gates to ward conventions for the nomina- 
tion of aldermen. 3 

The socialist voter is about the most costly 
thing known to the election authorities. This 
time each one cost something over $5. There 
were 2,030 votes cast and the total cost was 
in the neighborhood of $12,000. 

Secretary Isaac N. Pewell of the election 
commission did not figure it out exactly, but 
let it go at $5 a voter. In the First ward the 
party did not poll a vote. In the section of 
the city which collects the odd ends of hu- 
manity there are no socialists, at least none 
with sufficiently acute party instincts to lead 
them to the primary polling place. 


First Ward Out of the Running. 

A year ago there were seventeen socialists 
in the First ward, but they have disappeared. 
Ald. Michael Kenna may have made them 
into democrats, or they may have moved to 
others sections of the city. The socialist 


party acknowledged their loss by not open- 


ing polling places in the ward. 

The primary vote never is a fair indication 
of the strength of the socialists in Chicago. 
In an election the vote turns out, but it is 
hard to arouse interest even among socialists 
in an impersonal primary contest. 

The vote of 2,030 was the smallest cast in a 
socialist primary since 1905, There has 
been a decrease since that year. In the March 
primaries in 1905 there were 4,320 votes, in 
the September primaries of 1905 there were 
2.925, in the April primaries of 1906 there 
were 3,261, in the August primaries, 1906 
there were 2.9289, and in the spring primaries 
of last year the party polled 2.088.

DEFENDS THE ECONOMY DAM. 


Frank G. Logan Says Work at Morris 
Advances the Deep Waterway 
Project. 


The Economy Light and Power company 
dam at Morris will contribute an investment 
of half a million dollars toward the deep 
water way, according to Frank G. Logan, a 
director of the company. In a statement 
concerning the litigation being brought by the 
state against the dam. Mr. Logan said yes- 
terday: 

Do you know that when we began in- 
vestment. and now, the state constitution 
prohibited the state from making a waterway 
or developing water power, and yet it is 
the water power our money has developed 
which is the reason for the litigation? 

„Do you know that our dam will reduce 
the cost of the waterway by $422,000, that 
our dam provides for a canal lock, and that 
the plans for our dam were approved first by 
the division. engineer, then by the chief of 
engineers. and secretary of the war de- 
partment? 

Some few men say that unless their 
plans are carried out there never can be a 
waterway, that we are in the way of these 
few men's plans. and that, consequently, our 
interests are inimical to the people of the 
state. That is not true nor fair.“ 


CLUB ATTACKS WIDE TIRE LAW. 


Members of the Chicago Motor Organi- 
zation Retain Attorney to Lead 
the Fight. 


Members of the Chicago Motor club have 
announced their intention of instituting a 
fight against the wheel tax ordinance re- 
cently passed by the city council, which they 
cal) “a pet measure of Mayor Busse’s.”’ 
The club has retained John A. McKeown. an 
attorney, to lead in the effort to have the law 
declared unconstitutional. 

It is proposed to attack the ordinance under 
the decision which affirmed an injunction 
restraining the city from collecting a license 
fee from bicyclists several years ago. It is 
claimed that the ordinance imposed a double 
tax. as owners of automobiles are supposed 
to pay a personal property assessment on 
their machines. 


According to Mr. McKeown the validity of. 


the ordinance is also questioned by the 
Motor Vehicle act which was passed by 
the state legislature last July, which, he 
says, forbids cities to pass ordinances gov- 
erning the use of automobiles, excepting 
those for hire. 


BURR M’INTOSH A BANKRUPT? 


$90 Debt Incurred During the World’s 
Fair Grows to $475, and Federal 
Court Is Appealed To. 


A debt of $90 running for fifteen years 
amounted to $473 and threw Burr McIntosh, 
actor, photographer, and lecturer, into the 
bankruptcy court in New York City yester- 
day. 

Mr. McIntosh allowed a claim for advertis- 
ing during the world’s fair to get into the 
justice courts, where a judgment was ren- 
dered against him. 

He continued to avold paying it by giving 
notes to his creditor, Miles B. Hilly, until 
the debt had grown to four times Its original 
size. 

While in Chicago last week he declared that 
he néver would pay that amount and went to 
New York. Hilly sued, but the actor filed a 
voluntary petition in the federal court. 

His total liabilities are scheduled at $12,821, 
with $1,575 in assets. 


PARRICIDE DIES IN HOSPITAL. 


Wilhelm Williams’ Attempt at Suicide 
After Killing His Father in Quar- 
rel Proves Successful. 


Mrs. John Williams, whose husband was 
murdered Friday evening by her son, WII 
helm, is doubly bereft. The young man, 
who fired a bullet into his own brain shortly 
after killing his father, expired early yester- 
day morning at St. Bernard’s hospital. 

Both father and son had been out of work 
for some time, and when the father returned 
home in the evening, discouraged by an all 
day vain search for employment, he accused 
hig son of not making serious efforts to find 
work. 

The quarrel followed, which resulted in 
the double tragedy.

ROOSEVELT UNDER FIRE. 


Congress May Insist on Probing 
Charge of Misuse of Fed- | 
eral Patronage. 


— 
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Washington, D. C., Feb. 8. Special. 1 
President Roosevelt and the administration 
leaders who are joined with the president in 
an effort to bring about the nomination of 
William H Taft by the Chicago convention 
now realize that the supporters of other can- 
didates have not been idle, and that the com- 
ing battle will be hard fought and toa finisn. 

The Taft advocates within the adminis- 
tration’s circle are astonished over the 
strength shown by their party opponents. 

As much was admitted today, and word 
went out from quarters near to the White 
house that there was plenty of evidence that 
a combination had been effected among the 
advocates of Cannon, Knox, Fairbanks, and 
others to prevent Taft from getting the nom- 
ination. 

It was said in these quarters that Senator 
W. Murray Crane of Massachusetts was the 
leader of the anti-Taft forces. 


Master Hand at Work. 

Without regard to whether Mr. Crane is or 
is not the chief mover in the growing opposi- 
tion to the effort of President Roosevelt to 
name his own succéssor, the fact is recog- 
nized on all sides that some masterful politi- 
clan has effected a powerful working coali- 
tion of the republican leaders who are com- 
mitted to the candidacy of other candidates 
than Taft. 

This was shown in the Florida state con- 
vention, and it is now an open secret that the 
work of the allied forces will be apparent in 
every republican state convention ig which 
federal officeholders will take a prominent 
part with the object of obtaining an indorse- 
ment for the secretary of war. 

Following the disclosures of strenuous par- 
ticipation by federal employés in the Florida 
convention and the news of Frank H. Hitch- 
cock's temporary transfer from the office of 
first assistant postmaster general tothe Taft 
campaign management, there has been a re- 
vival of criticisms ef the president for his 
alleged use of federal officeholders to help 
the Taft cause. 


Roosevelt to Make Public Denial. 

The close friends of the president do not 
need to put their ears to the ground to hear 
the rumblings of discontent, and they were 
quick to make Mr. Roosevelt acquainted with 
the danger which the continuance of this 
kind of talk would work to the Taft candi- 
dacy. 

Mr. Roosevelt, generally recognized as one 
of the greatest politicians in the country, was 
not slow to make up his mind as to the course 
to pursue to oftset the threatened damage. 

Early next week he will make public the 
text of a letter written Dy ham to William 
Dudley Foulke of Indiana denying the charge 
that federal officeholders had been used to 
get support for the secretary of war. 

Mr. Foulke, who was an ardent civi) service 
reforravr, had been reading allegations in an 
Indianapolis newspaper, said to be controlled 
by Vice President Fairbanks, in regard to 
improper use of federal patronage and the 
services of federal officeholders in Mr. Taft's 
behalf, and made ¢ trip to Washington to 
investigate. 

He saw President Roosevelt, Secretary 
Taft, Postmaster General Meyer, and others 
connected with the administration and re- 
turned home and challenged the Indianapolis 
newspapers to name a single instance where a 
federal officer had been instructed to work 
for Mr. Taft's nomination. 


Congress May Conduct Quiz. 

It is safe to predict that the president's 
denial of the charges will not serve to stop 
the assertions that many of his appointees 
were actually engaged in an effort to bring 
about the selection of Mr. Taft as the repub- 
lican standard bearer. 

The action of the senate in rejecting the 
nominations of postmasters in Ohio and a 
pension agent in New Hampshire on the 
ground that they were nominated at the in- 
stance of Taft boomers, against the wishes of 
the senators from their states, indicates the 
belief that the senate is inclined to put faith 
in reports of administration activity in be- 
half of the president's candidate. 

This feeling is growing in Congress, and it 
is believed that the president's letter to Mr. 
Poulke will not be sufficient to sidetrack the 
intention of some congressmen to introduce 
resolutions calling for more specific informa- 
tion and for the appointment of a committee 
to make an investigation of the charges. 


Hitchcock Not Willing Convert. 

From all accounts, Frank HI. Hitchcock 
Was an unwilling convert tothe Taft cause. 
and will surrender the office of first assistant 
postmaster general reluctantly. 

It is sald Mr. Hitchcock consented to be- 
come one of Mr. Taft's managers only from 
a sense of duty and loyalty to President 
Roosevelt. 

Already predictions are being made that 
the choice of Mr. Hitchcock as a director of 
the Taft campaign will result in friction be- 
tween himself and Arthur I. Vorys of Colum- 
bus, O., the other Taft manager. 

Mr. Vorys gave out a statement last night 
that he had wanted Mr. Hitchcock to help 
along the candidacy of the secretary of war, 
but there is a suspicion that Mr. Vorvs who 
had regarded Mr. Hitchcock as one of the 
leaders in the alleged movement to biing 
about Secretary Cortelyou's nomination, did 
not extend the invitation until he had been 
urged to do so by somebody “ higher up.“ 

To back up Mr. Vorys' statement from Co- 
lumbus, the following was authorized today: 

It was learned from one near to Secre- 
tary Taft that Mr. Vorys of Obio, who has. 
up to this time, managed the secretary's 
campaign, found that he could not cover all 
the ground that was necessary, and he there- 
fore solicited the assistance of Mr. Hitchcock. 
Mr. Vorys will retain the main headquarters 
at Columbus and will divide the work with 
Mr. Hitchcock, who will establish headquar- 
ters somewhere in the east. 


Will Open Eastern Offices. 


Mr. Hitchcock will make his headquarters 
somewhere in Washington or New York, 
and perhaps have offices tn both cities. He 
was wanted especially on eccount of his wide 
acquaintance among the postmasters. His 
work would be in the east and south. 

The understanding that Mr. Hitchcock will 
return to office as first assistant postmaster 
general when he is through with his political 
work will insure him a cordial greeting from 
postmasters with whom he will be brought 
in contact as a Taft manager.

NEW RECORD IN SEA FIRING. 


Cruiser Maryland Excels the World’s 
Achievement in Target Practice in 
Magdalena Bay. 


Santa Barbara, Cal. Feb. 8.—A new world’s 
record at target practice by the cruiser Mary- 
land at Magdalena Bay is reported by Stew- 
art Edward.White, who has just returned 
from there on a collier. The shots were fired 
at a target twelve by twenty-one feet, at 
1.700 yards. ; 

The record of 8.41 hits per gun per minute 
was made as the Maryland, with the other 
h ps in battle formation, steamed past the 
target and returned, firing first from one 
side and then from the other. It was an av- 
erage for the entire day for the whole bat- 
tery of about thirty six inch guns. 

One of the guns on the Maryland made an 
average of 12.55 hits per minvte, which is 
close to the world’s record for a single.

No General Mistreatment. 7 
But is it not true that state organiza- 
tions, particularly in the eouth, have been 
seeking to do this very thing, whereas the 
government, by instituting prosecutions for 
alleged peonage, has given the south a black 
eye in the labor centers of Europe.” 
“In the first place, as rds peonage, 
that is a condition of affairs which never 
should exist. if there was no peonage there 
would be no prosecutions. No ane has as- 
sumed for a minute that European immi- 
grants in the south were generally mistreat- 
ed or were sent to the chain gang. If such 
things have happened in defiance of law it 
is the duty of the government to put an end 
to it. The southern states have made some 
excellent efforts to obtain foreign labor. In 
some cases they may have transgressed the 
contract labor law. In other cases there has 
been a serious defect in the mode of distribu- 
tion of immigrants. In still others the in- 
terests of the planter or manufacturer have 


has been neglected. Transportation com- 
panies on water and land sometimes have 
been Imposed upon. In other cases, in their 
zeal to get business, they have misled the 
new séttler as to the conditions he has a 
right to expect at his new home. 


Immigran rant Often to Blame. 


The immigrant himself, in many cases. 
has been to blame. He has received an ad- 
vance from the planter or manufacturer to 
tide him over to the time he could be seit 
sustaining, and then has attempted to run 
away to escape responsibility for an honest 
debt. In some cases an unscrupulous em- 
ployer has induced a foreigner who could 
not speak English to sign contracts, the 
terms of which he could not possibly compre- 
hend. When the laborer ignorantly violated 
his contract he was sometimes punished in 
a way he could not comprehend, and the re- 
sult inevitably.was a letter sent home de- 
nouncing Americans and particularly these 
in that vicinity. 

“You will see,” said Mrs. Quacken bos, 
“there has been a failure to work on the 
problem on the basis of codperation of all 
interests involved. My attention to condi- 
tions in the south was first attracted through 
my work on the east side in the protection 
of immigrants against viciots practices of 
unscrupulous labor agents. Since then I 
have once to learn and believe that the south 
offers a splendid field for the peasantry of 
southeastern Europe, and I desire to do all 
in my power to help the people of the south 
get the labor they need, because at the same 
time we shall help to diminish evils of the 
tenement district of New York and other 
northern cities. There must be codperation 
to arrive at such an end, and the experience 
of the last year or two has given me an idea 
for an organized effort in this direction. 


How to Get Co-operation. 


“I would much rather prevent peonage 
than punish it, and I believe that if the 
southern people will go at the problem intel- 
Ugently and liberally they will solve it to 
their own satisfaction, while the country at 
large will be the gainer through the radical 
betterment in the condition of our new citi- 
zens.” 

“ What is you plan for obtaining such co- 
Speration? ”’ 

In the first place, said Mrs. Quacken- 
pos, I believe an association could be cre- 
ated which would be purely voluntary, and 
which would represent all interests involved. 
I have not formulated details, but I believe 
an organization could be formed which would 
represent, first, the employer, including the 
planter, miller, lumberman, miner, and other 
industrial promoters. Secondly, I would rep- 
resent the foreigners by inviting the active 
association of their consuls general or other 
officers designated for the purpose by am- 
bassadors or ministers. I would invite ep- 
resentation on the part of railroad companies 
and steamship lines. There should be a rep- 
resentative of some great labor body, like the 
American Federation of Labor, and an ex- 
Officlo government representative, the sec- 
retary of commerce and labor, commission- 
er of Immigration, or superintendent of the 
distribution bureau. 

Distribution on Fair Basis. 

„With an organization made up of repre- 
sentatives of elements interested, It would be 
comparatively easy to select a labor advocate 
or general agent, or arbitrator, or whatever 
you might please to call him. The manufac- 
turer, planter, lumberman, and miner could 
then file applications for labor in the central 
bureau. The conditions of life and of em- 
ployment couid be investigated in advance, 
and subsequently the labor could be dis- 
tributed on a fair basis among the people 
forming the asseciation. I would protect the 
immigrant: by guaranteeing him a decent 
livelihood. I would protect the employer by 
furnishing him the best grade of labor. and 
by protecting him againet the fraud and the 
swindler who would seek to evade responsi- 
bility for debt. Such an organization could 
refuse to supply labor unless conditions were 
right, and protect the employer against re- 
peaters and industrial bounty jumpers.’ 

“If properly managed, such an organiza- 
tion after awhile would command the confi- 
dence of the employer and of the immigrant. 
It would be unnecessary to rake over Europe 
for a labor supply. The immigrants Would 
soon Jearn that such a bureau had their best 
interests at heart and that it would investi- 
gate every application for labor before filling 
it. It should be understood that this is an 
immigration question and not a labor ques- 
tion, except incidentally. 

Kindergarten for Newcomer. 

„ The immigrants continue to come here 
whether we want them or not. The problem 
is to place them where it will be best for 
them and be best for the country. After they 
become ‘ acclimated,” so to speak, they can 
lookout for themselves. There must bea kin- 
dergarten period for every immigrant while 
he is learning English and acquiring the 
customs of the new country. One employer in 
Mississippi or North Carolina may be an angel 
of light and mercy, his next door neighbor 
may be a fiend. There ought to be somebody 
to protect the immigrant unt he is able to 
protect himself. One immigrant is willing to 
work if given a fale chance, another is a 
loafer and is looking only for a place where 
he can make money without work. The em- 
ployer ought to be protected against the lat- 
ter clags. The honest employer should not 
be made to suffer for the bad reputation fast- 
ened on him by a dishonest laborer. 


Fee System Suggested. 

“T believe,” concluded this shrewd student 
of social problems, who has combined law 
with settlement work, that such an organ- 
ization es 1 have outlined is practical. It 
would be a joint labor bureau, and it could 
be supported, I think, by voluntary con- 
tributions, but more particularly by a sys- 
tem of fees for services rendered which 
would make it in the long run a distinct 
business proposition. The people of the 
south need some such thing as this, but 
the scope of this international and interstate 
labor movement is such that it could be 
adapted just as well to Kansas or North Da- 
kota as to Alabama or Florida.

IN SNOW BATTLE. 


Chicago’s Street Cleaning De- 
partment Makes Showing 
Much Inferior. 


‘OOMPARES THE RECORDS. 


Citizens’ Bureau, Under Private 
Control, Produces Much Bet- 
ter Results. 


Facts versus wind entered yesterday into 
the controversy as to who cleans the snow 
from the streets and alleys of the First ward. 

Frank W. Solon, assistant superintendent 
of streets, in the absence of Supt. Michael J. 
Doherty, who is sojourning in sunny Call- 
fornia—where there is no snow and no cit- 
wens street cleaning bureau to draw invid- 
lous comparisons—several days ago made a 
rash assertion. 

He said tuat the street cleaning department 
of the city cleaned dll the streets and alleys 
in the First ward excepting that portion 
cleaned by the citizens’ street cleaning bu- 
reau, a private institution without any polit- 
ical pulls or prospective trips to California. 

Supt. Richard T. Fox of the citizens’ bu- 
reau yesterday made a report showing that 
the city department of streets actually re- 
moved the snow from but one-third of the 
First ward streets during the last snowstorm. 


Compares the Records. 

Here is the record: 

Eighty blocks cleaned by the city, with 800 to 
900 men at its disposal, working day and night 
and with a practically unlimited supply of teams. 
Work done slovenly in many streets. Average 
number of loads removed daily by each team, four. 
- Fitty-six blocks cleaned by citizens’ bureau, 


‘with never to exceed 400 men and a limited supply 


of teams. Work done in neat and businesslike 
fashion. Average loads removed daily by each 
team, seven. 

These statistics are for the last two falls 


of snow. They indicate the respective merits 


of a private institution conducted on business 
lines and a municipal institution managed 
by subordinates while the boss is lolling in 
a hammock in some orange grove. 
Assistant Supt. Solon, to clean these eighty 
blocks, pressed into service, with his army 
of 900 men, the ward superintendents from 
all over the city. There was a boss appar- 


‘ ently for every ten or a dozen men. There 


were s0 many bosses that it often happened 
there wasn’t room for more than a limited 
number of them around the stove in the office 
of the Firet ward, down under the Randolph 
etreet viaduct. 

There was no loafing on the job by the citi- 
gens’ street cleaning bureau. THe fifty-eix 
blocks were cleaned by Supt. Fox with but 
four assistants. But the men had to work. 
If they didn’t they were fired. 


Much Snow Left Untouched. 
Instead of cleaning the entire ward, as 


_ Claimed by Solon and Paul Redieske, deputy 


commissioner of public works, the city hasn't 
removed a shovelful of snow from a single 
street south of Harmon court in Wabash 
avenue and south of Harrison streét west 
of State. Some of the streets the city pre- 
tended to clean were left untouched—notably 
South Water street, from State street to 
Market. In many places big patches of 
snow and ice were left along the curb. 

All the city did was to remove the snow 
from a territory comprising a fringe around 
the district which is cleaned regularly by the 
citizens’ bureau. At that, the city was re- 
Ueved from the duty of cleaning Jackson 


boulevard and Michigan avenue south of f 
Jackson, which are cleaned by the south 


park board. 

In addition to requiring thorough work in 
the matter of snow removal, Supt. Fox re- 
quires every teamster employed by his bu- 
reau to make seven loads as a day's work of 
eight hours. For the same pay the city re- 
quires only four loads a day, and sometimes 
the city teamsters come back to the streets 
with half of the load they are supposed to 
have dumped. 

, Fox’s Teams Make Longer Hauls. 

The city teams dump the snow in the river, 
‘either at the foot of Franklin street or at 
Dock street, making’ a great saving in time. 
The snow removed by the citizens’ bureau 
je all dumped in the lake off Grant park, 
making a quarter of a mile as the average 
heul by the teams employed by the private 


au. 

It is true that the city fails to clean more 
than about one-third of the First ward.“ 
said Mr. Fox, when asked about street clean- 
ing conditions. The city tried hard to make 
a showing last Sunday; and it pressed into 
gervice every available team and a large 
force of ward superintendents and assistants. 

“Even at that the city failed to do any 
better work than we do all the time. In many 
places it was not as good. Snow and ice 
were left along the curb, and the southern 
end of the ward wasn’t touched at all. 

“The work the city did do was done as a 
result of the impetus given by the citizens’ 
bureau: Outside of snow removal the city 
cleans the streets regularly only twice a 
year.” 


Chicago Pastor Will Circle Barth.

Walter L. Fisher Condemns Pres- 
ent Loop Arrangement. 


ADVOCATES THROUGH CARS. 


Traction Counsel Proposes Remedy 


While Awaiting Subway. 


Through routes, universal transfers, and 
exclusively loop trains were advocated yes- 
terday by Walter L. Fisher, who still is spe- 
cial traction counsel for the city, as the only 
possible temporary solution of Chicago’s 
loop problem. He asserted this could not be 
worked out on a permanent vasis, however, 
and followed Ald. Foreman in going on rec- 
ord as favoring a subway for the downtown 
portion of the city as the only practical 
method of solving the Chicago's business 
section traction, problem. 

Mr. Fisher claimed the inauguration of the 
Union loop in Chicago was a fundamental 
error, one it would take a long time to cor- 
rect, but one the city should start to cor- 
recting as soon as possible. He said it wae 
totally inadequate for the purpose for which 
it was used, and said he was opposed to any- 
thing which would tend to make it perma- 
rent. 


Loop Makeshift for Subway. 


“The subway is the thing.“ said. Mr. Fish- 
er. “The loop must be tolerated only as a 
a.akeshift. 

It ia my judgment that no permanent solu- 
tion of the elevated road situation can be 
reached until both the railroads and the 
public recognize the fact that the loop sys- 
tem of operating trains embodies a funda- 
mental mistake. 

“The whole conception of the Union loop 
Was wrong from the beginning. The prob- 
lem now is how to remedy the tremendous 
error already made. The first step in that 
direction is to route the cars through the 
center of the city and thereby aboligh the 
making of.a switchyard of the business dis- 
trict. 

“If we must tolerate divisional ownership 
there ts no necessity for tolerating divisional 
operation. The suggestions made by Ald. 
Foreman at the meeting of the local trans- 
portation committee is, in my judgment, en- 
titled to far more serious consideration than 
the officials of the road seem to give it. I 
refer to his suggestion that the use of the 


‘loop be confined to through routes and the 


operation of distinctively loop trains, with 
univergal transfers.” 


Favors Glass Platforms. 

Mr. Fisher announced he was in favor of 
the sugestion that the additional loop plat- 
forms be built of prismatic glass and of any 
other scheme which would tend to make the 
present stations cleaner or more presentable. 

“The railroad officials frankly ‘concede 
that longer platforms will not long relieve 
them of the necessity for bullding stub termi- 
nals, he said, “so why not meet the situa- 
tion now that is Inevitable in a few years? 
Anything else is a temporary expedient. 

“ Indeed, the continued maintenance of the 
loop in any form as a loop cannot be perma- 
nent, and must properly give way to an ade- 
quate subway. Personally, I believe that this 
is the most important thing now before the 
city of Chicago in its transportation problems. 

Preparation for its construction should 
be commenced immediately. The best that 
can be done will not enable us to begin con- 
struction too soon. This has been my view 
ever since the last election.’’ 


COMPLETE CAR MERGER PLANS. 


| South Chicago City Railway and Cal- 


umet Electric Railway People 
Reach Agreement. 


Plans for the consolidation of the Calumet 
Blectric railway company and the South 
Chicago City railway company were com- 
pleted yesterday, according to General Man- 
ager Sloan of the Calumet Blectric company, 
The new company will be known as the South 
Chicago Railway Electric company. 

Mr. Sloan will be general manager of the 
new road and W. M general traffic 
manager of the South Chicago City railway 
company, will occupy the same berth in the 
new company; 

The consolidation will be effected as soon 
as the ordinance now before the subcommit- 
tee of the lhocal transportation committee 
shall have been passed. Commissioner of 
Public Works Hanberg and Ald. Patrick H. 
Moynihan are behind the consolidation. 

Among the improvements intended by the 
company is a through line from South Chi- 
cago to Hegewisch.

: Manila, Jan. 9.—Of the conditions which 
retard progress in the Philippines, the agt- 
tation which tends to create uncertainty 
about their political stability ard status, 
such as suggestions to sell or trade the is- 
jands, is probably the most detrimental. 
While such suggestions will hardly be taken 
Seriously in diplomatic circles since Mr. 
Taft's authoritative utterances on the sub- 
et, they nevertheless are persistently 
thrist upon public attention by persons in 
America and elsewhere who either are 
grossly mistaken about the conditions and 
circumstances which apply to the proposi- 

ton or who take this means to gain political 
advantage or personal notoriety. It is highly 
important to the future of these islands and 
to the wider interests of the United States 
that such amazing and impracticable ideas 
be controverted, which may, perhaps, be 
done by plainly presenting some of the perti- 
nent issues involved. 

Broadly, the arguments which apply to this 
question have two viewpoints—moral! and ma- 
terfal. In the prevailing discussion of our 
position in the Philippines both of these lines 
of attack have been used to show that the 
United States should relinquish its sover- 
eignty here, but it seems that the material 
arguments have produced the greater effect. 
In any event, they have been more persist- 
ently urged, and with greater plausibility, 
go it may be well to give them precedence. 

Fallacy to Discuss Cost. 
It is probable that none of the material 
arguments against the retention of these 
A Yard 1 50 islands by the United States has had greater 
es weight with the American people than the 
alues up to $4.50, ‘§ various statements carefully compiled to 
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But admitting that a large sum has been 
spent because our nation acquired these is- 
lands from Spain, it is nevertheless true that 
to drag the question of cost into a discussion 
of our future relations to the islands intro- 
duces a fallacy. This money, or the greater 
part of it, was spent in suppressing an insur- 
rection and in establishing civil order upon 
ite embers, or in the exercise of extraor- 
dinary police power. If a serious riot occurs, 
resulting in great destruction of property 
and requiring troops to suppress it and re- 
store order, the extra cost is reckoned as 
a legitimate charge upon the maintenance 
of government. The incident is deplored and 
regretted, but no reasonable citizen objects 
to paying the bill, although he well knows 
the loss can never be recovered nor replaced 
except by fresh increment of wealth. 

Our civil war cost the taxpayers of the 
nation an enormous sum, but every sensible 
man realizes that such a loss can never be 
recovered, although it may be'restored, and 
has been many times over. Such extraordi- 
nary governmental expenses are analogous 
to josses by fire. So in proposing to sell or 
give away the Philippines, it is clear that 
by doing so our nation will not tlereby re- 
cover what these islands have already cost 
us unless we get an equivalent sum in ex- 
change for them or adequate compensation 
in another form. The question now ig not, 
“What have the Philippines cost us? but 
rather “ What are the Philippines worth to 
us?” 

No Market for Islands’ Sale. 

The injection of this matter of past cost 
into the discussiom has brought forth some 
economic paradoxes which demonstrate an 
utter confusion of ideas among those who on 
purely material grounds advocate disposing 
of the isiands. Many who want to sell be- 
Cause of what the islands have and willi cost 
Us profess to believe that we will be able to 
make a profitable sale of this expensive 
luxury and thereby recoup. This idea, which 
is at present absolutely impracticable, seems 
to be based on a vague notion that another 
nation can make the islands, profitable, and 
thus will be glad to take them off our hands. 
And here is the paradox; for if the islands 
Ste destined in the future to be a burden 
to the nation which governs them it is evi- 
dent that we will find it difficult to sell or 
give them away, while if they can be made a 
source of profit why should we, after having 
borne the brunt of a political and economic 
cataclysm, not reap this profit for ourselves?

officers had learned how to handle men in the 
tropics. 

Service in the Philippines is not now more 
strenuous than in the United States, and 
consists largely of routine duty in well sit- 
uated and sanitary barracks. There is no 
sound reason why troops should not retain 
their health during an extended period of 
service in the islands. As we become more 
familiar with the conditions which surround 
life in the tropics it will be possible to intro- 
duce many economies in the military budget. 


Natives Make Good Soldiers. 

Plans to recruit and maintain a native 
army sufficient to police the islands, and 
upon occasion provide a reinforcement to 
the United States forces for defense of the 
Philippines or other operations in the east 
are being seriously considered. While the 
scouts and constabulary are now separate 
organizations, time will probably witness 
their consolidation, as they pertorm prac- 
tically the same duties. At the time they 
were organized it was not thought wise to 
burden the budding insular government with 
the whole expense. In establishing the na- 
tive troops upon a stable basis it will be pos- 
sible to profit by the experience gained and 
to guard against future errors, It will be 
an excellent plan to in time officer this force 
entirely by graduates of West Point, a pro- 
portion of whom may well be Filipinos. This 
will entail an increase of the classes at the 
military academy, which must be done any- 
way, as our present army is underofficered. 

The advantages of such a plan are clear. 
A native army will neither expect nor desire 
to get away from the country, it can be main- 
tained much more cheaply than a similar 
body of American troops, and on the whole 
will be more adaptable to the requirements 
of the situation. We may now see our way 
clearly enough in this matter to proceed 
without hesitation, and the steps to establish 
such a permanent force receive early atten- 
tion. Twenty thousand men should suffice 
for any contingency which may be reason- 
ably anticipated. 

Revenues Pay Most Expenses. 

From much comment on the topic which 
one hears and sees in print it is evident that 
many persons’ think that all or a part of 
the cost of civil government in the Philip- 
pines is borne by the United States. This 
impression is entirely erroneous, and its ex- 


istence can only be explained by attributing 


it to a persistent campaign of misrepresenta- 
tion. Since the civil government was estab- 
lished, in 1901, all the expenses attached to 
its administration, with a few unimportant 
exceptions, have been met out of the insular 
revenues. Notwithstanding unfair treat- 
ment in tariff legisiation by the home gov- 
emment, a succession of devastating natural 
visitations, and the detrimental results of 
years of war and unsettled conditions, the 
islands have been self-supporting. 

If the islands are treated fairly by con- 
gress and given an opportunity to develop 
their teeming resources there need be no 
fear that they will ever be a burden upon 
the national treasury. On the contrary, they 
will be able not only to extend their school 
system, undertake great internal improve- 
ments, and meet all legitimate demands 
upon the insular treasury, but they will be 
able to maintain at their own expense such 
a military force as I have suggested, and 
this will be their contribution to the scheme 
for broad national security. 

The matter of a sale of the Philippines 
presents some interesting economic sug- 
gestions. Only one probable purchaser has 
so far been suggested—Japan. What would 
be the effects upon American industry if the 
Philippines should fall into the hands of 
Japan? A few are worth glancing at. 

If Japan Owned the Islands. 


The staple exports from the Philippines 


are hemp, sugar, and tobacco, in the order 


named. Hemp is a Philippine monopoly, 
not being produced elsewhere, and at pres- 
ent there is an export duty on it. More than 
half the hemp produced in the world is con- 
sumed in the United States, and if certain 
industrial experiments now under way prove 
successful the United States may easily con- 
sume all the hemp these islands can grow. 
Under the existing tariff arrangement be- 
tween the United States and the Philippines 
the export duty on all hemp which goes to 
the United States is refunded and accrues 
to the benefit of the purchaser, thus giving 
American manufacturers who use hemp a 
decided advantage over their competitors 
in other countries. At present the islands 
lose a revenue of nearly half a million by 
this law. 2 

It the islands should be sold to Japan or 
ave otherwise acquired by her there is little 
doubt that she would make the hemp in- 
dustry a government monopoly and increase 
the export duty to as high a point as would 
be possible without curtailing consumption. 

Might Import Japanese Labor. 

But what might happen, in respect to 
sugar, if Japan should take the Philip- 
pines? Is it not reasonable to suppose that 
Japanese labor would be imported to till the 
plantations. 

In giving precedence to the material side 
of this situation I have not felt that its moral 
aspects are unimportant or of secondary in- 
terest, but have done so because the moral 
propositions involved stand out so clearly 
that it is hardly possible for casuistry to 
obscure them. Think of proposing to sell it, 
after having undertaken in an altruistic im- 
pulse to govern à country, and, of course, 
ite inhabitants, because we do not see our 
way clear to make money out of it and them. 
and to rid ourselves of a little trouble and 
responsibility. To rid ourselves of what is 


called a problem,“ as if human affairs do 


not present a perpet problem. After hav- 
ing, by assuming ignty here, invited 
American and foreign capital, can we now 
depart and leave it in the lurch? 


SOCIALIST DUKE KEEPS FAITH 


Nobleman and American Wife 
Retain Hopes for Idea. 


HE GAVE AWAY HIS LANDS. 


Cultivation System in Italy Prospered 
for a Time. 


* 


MILAN, Jan. 30.—Americans probably 
have heard something of the socialistic ex- 
periment on Duke Litta’s estate in Lom- 
bardy and the failure that has overtaken 
it. The report has been widely circulated 
that his experience has led him to renounce 
socialism. I have his own authority for 
stating that this ts not true. The duke is 
just as much a socialist as ever he was. 
His belief that socialism 16 the only system 
by which any great improvement in the 
lot of common humanity can be effected has 
not been shaken a jot by the failure of his 
own efforts to found an ideal socialist com- 
munity. Nor have they changed the con- 
victions of his American wife. 

The duke's experiment has cost him some- 
thing like $60,000 and the loss of the bulk 
of his ancestral property. The man whose 
faith in theories of human regeneration can 
survive a practical test of them which has 
so greatly impoverished him must be of a 
unique type in this money grubbing age. 


Education Gained by Travel. 

Duke Pompeo Litta Visconti-Arese, the last 
scion of the historic Milanese family, is a 
man of rare culture and one of the worthiest 
types of active Italian aristocracy. Inclined 
to the study of the most serious problems 
of social life, before entering the active field 
of reform, with which he is now prominent- 
ly associated, he realized—and in this he 
has shown himself unlike the attitude of 
Italian high class—that travel is one of the 
surest means of enlarging personal experi- 
ence and acquiring a broad view of men 
and things. While on his pilgrimages he 
made the friendship of Von Wollman and 
Bebel, the Henry rge of Germany anda 
member of the reichstag, and through them 
became convinced that socialism contains 
in its essence the highest dogma of human 
progress. 

Colony Prospered for a Time. 

The idea of applying his theories to the 
cultivation system in Italy came to Duke 
Litta tmmediately on taking possession of 
his present home six years ago. The experi- 
ment which he put into effect consisted in 
transforming his domain into an agricultural 
community regulated by socialistic tenets. 
The colony thus established soon became 
prosperous. Then it began to decline. And 
today, at the confession of the duke him- 
self, it is almost a failure. The causes that 
have lately involved him in endless trouble 
with his colony and produced such negative 
results are certainly imteresting and in- 
structive. 

It was with the purpose of learning from 
his own lips some account of his experi- 
ment and the lessons he deduced from it 
that I applied to the duke at Casale Litta. 


Forced to Resort to Law. 

I asked the duke to what he attributed the 
decline of the colony. 

“Our colony progressed harmoniously till 
about a year ago, he explained, ‘‘ when hos- 
tilities opened. through a most casual event. 
One day while walking in the wood I noticed 
that certain trees had been cut down by some 
criminal hand. Deferring to the rules I had 
created, I appealed to the society to exercise 
vigilance in seeing that the damage to the 
woods should not be repeated. I even asked 
that a fine that had been stipulated in case 
of any such lack of vigilance be enforced. It 
was with considerable surprise I was made 
to realize that the society had no intention 
to give me satisfaction. I was obliged to 
place my own guardians in the wood to guard 
the trees. The society resenting my inter- 
ference, I held that it was perfectly legiti- 
mate for me to protect my property on their 
declining to do so. More damage occurred 
after this first friction, and I was obliged in 
the end to resort to law to obtain the ac- 
knowledgment of my rights. 

“To this accidental cause of disturbance 
of the peace other things contributed to 
bring about a crisis. I must say that, by this 
time, the common fund was much neglected 
and some of the society had begun to lose 
ambition and the desire of success. This fact 
is, in my opinion, due to several things. 


Hopes for the Future. 

One of them—as I have learned by sor- 
rowful experience—was that the Italian la- 
boring class being unprepared for such a 
bold experiment, prosperity and comfort in 
life tended to develop among them an aching 
passion for luxury without the wish to gain it 
by hard work. In consequence dissatisfac- 
tion became rampant. It is a fact—I should 
have deemed it illogical before my experi- 
ence—that prosperity and ease often serve 
to destroy the sober qualities of a laborer 
and wither his moral standards. 

The times are not quite ripe yet here in 
Italy for my experiment, concluded the 
duke. “ Yet in the end my dreams will 
surely find their fulfillment. It may be here 
at Casale Litta or elsewhere, but they will, 
I am assu eventually come true. I 
to Hve to see the new day. The future is the 
child of better conditions for ali the world,”

LONDON, Feb. 8.—It is expected that the 
next list of cases before the divorce court 
will include one in which the defendant will 
be one of the most prominent members of 
the Irish national party and well known in 
the United States, where he has been a com- 
paratively frequent visitor.

Trade Gossip on Change. 


There was little demand for wheat in any direc- 
tion yesterday, sales being confined to small lots to 
millers. Relatively prices were unchanged. Hard 
winter wheat is selling at higher relative prices 
in Minneapolis than in Chicago for the same grades, 
while the freight rates from the winter at eec- 
tion to Chicago and to the northwestern Markets 
do not vary much. About 26 percent of the Minne- 
apolis receipts is said to be winter wheat. Omaha. 
which has been reporting almost daily sales of hard 
winter wheat to the northwestern market, yester- 
day gold 100,000 bu to go there. The spot market 
at the latter place was sick, however, premiums 
being hard to maintain at recent differences. No 
change was made in stocks for the day. Southwest 
a moderate inquiry was reported. The demand for 
corn was slow here, with prices le lower. There 
is pactically no export demand, and but for the 
small country offerings dealers think prices would 
show much greater discounts under the future 
prices. Oats were unchanged to 4c lower. Local 
sales were 25,000 bu wheat, 55,000 bu corn, and 
75.000 bu oats. The seaboard reported sales of 
68,000 bu wheat and 16,000 bu corn. 


Freight. rates on grain to the united kingdom 
have declined sharply in the last few days. and 
there is little stuff offered even at the reduction. 
Continental rates are firm, but it is more because 
of the sharp demand for freight room for other 
kinds of merchandise, Ocean freight men here 
look for Nght clearances of wheat from the east- 
ern seaboard after the middle of this month, as 
the bookings after the end of next week are small. 
Comparatively little corn has been booked for 
shipment, either. There are still several boats 
chartered for wheaf for February shipment which 
have not cleared. It is expected that Pacific coast 
shipments will continue for some time in heavy 
volume. This wheat is now arriving in quantity 
in English markets and is having a depressing 
effect on prices. 

The heavy shipments of Argentine wheat, with 
prospects of their continuing, and the rapid ac- 
cumulation of supplies on passage, no doubt tend 
to allay all apprehension as to future supplies 
said J. F. Jackson of Wreen &Co. ‘“* Considerable 
surprise is being expressed by European authori- 
ties at the large amount of wheat and four 
America is shipping in face of the smaller crop 
raised last year than in 1906. Several months ago 
we estimated the exportable eurplus at about 
170,000,000 bu, contending that the reserves car- 
ried over from 1906 were sufficiently large enough 
to permit of that quantity being disposed of and 
still leave safe reserves to be carried into the new 
crop. 

Harrell, Bartlett-Frazier, Canby, Pringle, and 
Love were the leading sellers of wheat. Love sold 
a lot of September and there seemed to be consid- 
erable pressure on that option. Pringle-Fitch- 
Rankin sold July. Harris- Winthrop and Daggett 
sold wheat later in the session. Kidston bought a 
little wheat early and later there was buying by 
Gifford, Brosseau, and holders of downs. Love, 
Knight-McDougal, and Wagner were the leading 
sellers of corn, with Logan buying May and selling 
July, and Bartlett-Frazier and Marfield buying 
the May on the decline. Peavey, Buckley, and 
Bartlett Frasler bought oats. Armour was on the 
selling side. Cudahy Packing company and stock- 
yards shorts were on the buying side of provisions. 
Hately Bros, were fair sellers. 


Export demard for wheat and corn at the pres- 
ent is a minus quantity.“ said Richard Gambrill, 
the well known local exporter, who leaves today 
for a week's business trip in the east. ‘* The ex- 
port corn demand has been modest all through the 
season, but there ie nothing doing at all now aside 
from an occasiona! lot, which would be worked un- 
der any conditions. Germany has been a moderate 
buyer of kiln dried corn, but this demand is also 
inconsequential at the present. Foreigners are not 
trying to accumulate any stocks, buy ing from time 
to time in a hand to mouth manner. Argentina 
is being relied on to supply the bulk of their needs 
abroad this reason, and they will begin shipping 
about. May 1. 

„ The weather is favorable for a continued free. 
movement of corn, and as the lower grades are 
selling a little closer to the May, receipts should 
continue fairly liberal.“ said W. H. Lake & Co. 

As soon as the roads break up, however, the 
moyement will fall off sharply, and unless good 
stocks are then accumulated paices probably will 
work to a higher basis. For the present there is 
no particular pressure on the market, and we feel 
that it is a purchase on all fair recessions.’ 

World's shipments of wheat last week were es- 
timated at 11,600,000 bu, against actual shipments 
the previous week of 11,312,000 bu and 10,525,000 
bu a year ago.

RAILWAYS 


Several Lines Prominent—Sugar Re- 
fining Also Droops. 


WEW YORK. Feb. &.—[Special.]—There 
were no reasons whatever to be assigned in 
explanation of the further and serious de- 
cline in prices in this morning's stock mar- 
ket. It was plain, however, that actual 
liquidation had been resumed, and, this fact 
being apparent, there was an absence of the 
usual end of the week covering of short 
contracts. Consequently many of the active 
stocks scored declines ranging from frac- 
tional limits to upward of 8 points. 

The weekly reports of the mercantile agen- 
clés were not particularly encouraging, but 
no great betterment in that respect had been 
looked for, consequently the showings made 
could scarcely be named in connection with 
the course of prices in the stock market. As 

a matter of fact, the increasing concern with 
regard to the political situation and outlook 
seemed to be the sole and controlling influ- 
ence in the dealings. 

The London stock Wines was irregular 
during the greater part of the morning and 
closed with a weak tone. Selling orders on 
a fair scale were expected here for foreign 
account. There was no actual news relating 
to particular stocks except of a routine 
character. 

At one time or another during the morning 
there were particularly extensive declines 
scored in Baltimore and Ohio, Missouri Pa- 
lle, Delaware and Hudson, Union Pacific, 
Reading, and Kansas and Texas. The 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit issues also were 
decidedly heavy.

RUN STARTS WEDNESDAY. 


One American Car.in In- 
} ternational Affair. 


With the arrival in New York yesterday of 
the French and Itallan contestants in the 
New York-to-raris automobile race, which 
is being promoted by Le Matin of Paris in 
cobperation with Tam Cuicaco TRIBUNE, the 
list of foreign competitors le completed. Fit- 
teen men will man the five fore cars—one 
driver and two agsistante to each. France 
wild have three cars, Germany one, Italy one, 
and the United States one. 

The men are in excellent physical. condi- 
tion and thoroughly prepared for the rigors 
of the hazardous undertaking, which, owing 
to the season of year, will be unusually severe 
and trying. 

The Di Dios will be Amven by G. Bourcier 
St. Chaffray, who will be accompanied by 
Capt. Hans Hendrick Hansen and M. Autran. 
M. Godard will be in charge of the Motobloc 
car, with M. Hue and M.*Livier as assist- 
ants. The third French car is the BSizaire- 
Naudin, which will be piloted by M. Pons, 
who will be aided by M. Berthe and M. Des- 
champ. The Brixia-Zust is Italy's sole rep- 
resentative, the crew of wulch consists of 
Antonto Scarfoglio, driver, and Emilio Sir-

One American Entered. 


These fifteen men wil) carry the hopes of 
the European automobile followers in the 
race and will be pitted against one American 
car—the Thomas.

Communications have been sent along the 
route west of here with the idea of securing 
information concerning the condition of the

| supplies shipped ahead so the contestants can 


“get them on the way west. 

Each letter asks the nature and condition 
of the roads fifty miles on each side of the 
city or town to which the letter is sent; the 
best garages and hotels, addresses to which 
may be sent telegrams and mail; and guides 
are wanted. In the case of automobile clubs 
they are asked to provide pilot cars. 


Great Interest in Event. 


Chairman Banta reports considerable prog- 
ress in thie direction, the letters received by 
him indicating a tremendous interest in this 
international exhibitions, which is to be the 
greatest motoring feat of the age. President 
Edward C. Clark of the Cedar Rapide Motor 
club of Cedar Rapids, Ia., says the club al- 
teady has held one enthusiastic meeting on 
the subject and that there will be another 
Feb. 11. Arrangements have been made to 
furnish a pilot car from Clinton, Ia., through 
Cedar Rapids to Marshalltown. The club 
also agrees to entertain the contestants while 
they are in that city and to see to the garage 
accommodations and to supplying the neces- 
sary gasoline and oll. 

V. A. Bonney of Clinton, Ia., informs Chair- 
man Banta he has arranged for the garage 
and hotel at his plece, while Henry Haag, 
cashier of the City bank at Jefferson, Ia., de- 
clares he will furnish escorts for the party 
and in addition will provide free entertain- 
ment, free garage and free hotel. He de- 
clares there are fine grayel roads in Green 
county, the best in the state, and that in 
March they are in good shape. The Kansas 
City Automobile club also has sent ina letter 
of inguiry and it ts expected it will comply 
with the request of the Chicago Automobile 
club and aid in the work. 


Prepared for Tourists in Hast. 


Between New York and Chicago similar 
arrangements are being made. The Sche- 
nectady Automobile club has undertaken 
to confetti the roads leading into and 
out of that eity, particularly looking after 
a confusing turn at Latham Corners. The 
Rochester Automobile club agrees to give 
the adventurers a royal reception if they 
stop in that city, while in other towns along 
the way plans have been made to show the 
tourists every courtesy possible.

Henry Fournier, Paris agent for 
the car, is trying to get a machine in readi- 
ness, and he has been given permission to 
start from New York after the others in case 
he is successful. 

Of the foreign cars it would seem as if the 
De Dion had been most carefully prepared 
for this contest. Count De Dion himself and 
Colignon and Cormier, who drove the two 
De Diong in the Pekin-Paris, superintended 
the construction of this particular car, with 
the idea of turning out a rig that could 
withstand the hardships of a 20,000 mile 
journey. Hans Hendrick Hansen, an arctic 
explorer, will accompany the car, and one 
of his ideas ise a sail which can be attached 
to a mast which will be placed on the dash, 
Hansen expects this sail will be of use on 
the frozen tundra in Siberia, which will allow 
him to economize on his gasoline. Count De 
Dion has arranged tanks which will hold 260 
gnilons of gasoline, and thus equipped it 
will be possible to keep the motor running 
continuously in the cold region, thus prevent- 
ing the water in the cooling system freez- 
ing.

The future Mrs. Hofnian is Miss Rachel

It appears that there are several detective 
agencies in Chicago that make a businese of 
spying upon the employés in stores, cafés, 
and saloons. Their embryo Sherlock 
Holmes’ keep an eye on the cash register of 
the clients of the agency and make reports 
to them, both as to the honesty and capabil- 
ity of the client's employés.

Gets Trade by Spying. 

The agencies have different methods of 
showing to the employer the value of this 
espionage. For instance, a detective, will 
enter the store of a business man who is not 
receiving reports from the agency. He will 
watch the cash register carefully, and if he 
gees any employé “knocking down” any 
money, his visit to that store will be followed 
by a visit of a representative of the agenoy 
a few days later, who will explain in detail 
the report system. This representative of 
the detective agency, generally a man of 
fluent speech, will report the dishonesty of 
the ¢mployé previously observed and offer 
to inaugurate his report system on the condi- 
tion that if it does not improve conditions 
the employer need pay nothing. Some agen- 
cles agree to increase the amount of cash 
run up om the register a certain stated 
amount before receiving any pay. 

The amount charged for this service, of 
course, varies with the fame and standing of 
the agency, but $12 or $15 a month ean be 
taken as an average. In their dealings with 
the.proprietors the detective agencies use 
the proper air of mystery; the employ6é must 
not know that he is being spied upon, and, 
even if cause is found for his discharge, he 
must not know why he is let out, for fear 
he might tell the remaining employés that 
they are being watched. *

even up to the manager; how they treat cus-

, tomers; whether they are honest, and even 


what they do in their leisure time. A young

Agencies Hire Silly Touths. 


The detectives hired by these agencies are 
young, inexperienced youths generally from 
the rural districts or from the neighborhood 
of a news stand that sells dime novels. They 
are paid from $12 to $15 a week for working 
long hours. In spite of their youthful 
shrewdness shown by their close imitation 
of the wiles of Nick Carter they are easily 
spotted by the men they are watching. 

They are given a certain amount to spend 
in order to have an excuse for staying in the 
stores, but must remain in each store for a 
certain length of time. For instance, the 
detectives that are sent out to spy on the 
employés.of saloonkeepers are allowed 
twenty cents an hour for spending money, 
but they must remain in each saloen for 
one hour. The youthful follower of the great 
Sherlock starts out in the morning armed 
with his various twenty centses. He stops 
in a saieon, spends a nickel, hangs around 
fifteen minutes, spends another nickel, and 
so on until his hour ie up, when he is re- 
lieved by another mysterious sleuth. 

Then he goes on to saloon number two on 
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which had afterward advertised for men to fil 


for the unreasonable sum of nearly two weeks’ 
salary. I paid it in order to get a job and have 
since learned that the same firm fills many posi- 
tions for this company, thus making commission 
after commission, perhaps on the same identical 
job.

As for the relations between the tramps of 
one nationality and the tramps of another, 
they were declared to be peaceable generally. 
The common cause, so to speak, seems to 
wipe out all national distinctions and dif- 
ferences. 8 the Polish, Scandinavian, 
and Italian tramp is not looked favorably 
upon by hobos of Irish, British, and German 
descent. Somehow tramps of these nation- 
alities are considered treacherous. This 
treachery consiste in the fact that when it 
comes to a pinch these men are often willing 
to work a short time. 

“Cats” is the expression which the genu- 
ine hobo, who will not soil his hands with 
labor of any kind, has for this class of 
tramps. Scandinavians especially are con- 
sidered among the least reliable hobos The 
majority of Scandinavians in the United 
States are farmers and raise tobacco or other 
articles where a good deal of hired help is 
needed. The Scandinavian hobo, who from 
time immemorial is fond of the hearth and 
the fireside, who is more heavy and somber 
than his brothers of southern and western 
Europe, will not infrequently quit ais wan- 
derings and settle down in a farmhouse as a 
hired man. Sometimes an old man will not 
get more than his board and lodging at such 
a place, but he will stick to it, for this ig all 
that he needs. He is taken care of while he 
lives and when he dies he will be given a de- 
cent funeral by the man for whom he worked 
his last years.

jew Recruit in Trampdom. 

Polish and tramps from other nations of 
eastern and southern Europe were declared 
to be more apt to turn to.petty crimes when 
pressed to it by want. They are, however, 
according to statements of tramps, easily 
found out. They somehow are hasty in their 
actions and just as they brandish their knives 
and pistols thoughtlessly they fall into the 
hands of the police simply and easily. 

The Jewish tramp was a rarity until re- 
However, the large number of Jews 
which poured into this country from op- 
pressed countries in Europe since 1881 have 
also furnished a “ first generation, many of 
whose members have found their way to the 
barrel houses and slume of all large cities. 
The Jewish tramp, however, was declared 
to be entirely of the class of the petty crim- 
mal. Out of the penitentiary for some 
petty crime committed, or having been a go- 
between for thieves and the person who buys 
the goods stolen, the Jewish youth for the 
time being takes to trampdom. 

His commercial instinct, however, together 
with the wide system of charity which the 
Jews maintain in. every city where they are 
found, soon enable him to get out of the hobo 
class. He becomes a trader of some sort 
and soon leaves the barrel house and his hobo 
companions behind him.

Farmers’ Clubs Busy in Winter. 
By J. L. Graff. 


RE farmers beating all other classes 
of workers in the matter of getting 
together for their mutual advantage? 
If one will keep a close watch on af- 
fairs in counties near Chicago, and 

even down the state and over toward the 
Mississippi river, it will be found out that 
the soll tillers have all of the others on 
the run. 

In a single county, less than an hour's ride 
out of Chicago, there are two rival farmers’ 
clubs composed of both men and wemen. 
Bach of these clubs will meet more than a 
dozen times during the winter and tre- 
quently during the summer. They meet at 
private houses before noon, begin with a 
program before dinner, and carry it along 
until nearly suppér time. The program con- 
sists of vocal and instrumental music, in- 
terspersed between papers that have much 
to do with the proper handling of a farm by 
modern day methods. 

Since the first of last December upward 


of fifty poultry shows have been held within 


a hundred mile radius of Chicago. There 
have been nearly that many county farmers’ 
institutes and a score or more of dairy meet- 
ings of one kind or another, including one 


big state meet held in McHenry county. 

In hundreds of instances farmers attend 
all of these meetings, so that they come 
together many times during the winter 
months, which, of course, are better adapted 
for such events, for the reason that the 
farmer has little or no time to attend them 
in summer or harrest time. 

Taking it as a whole, the modern day 
farmer is the gréediest individual after 
knowledge of perhaps any set of workers 
in the country. Wher they show up at these 
meetings the disposition to exchange ex- 
periences crops out at once. Everybody is 
willing to tell of his experiments, his short 
cuts, and his failures. The result is that an 
immense amount of useful information is 
gleaned from a single session. 

But some of the meetings have three ses- 
sions a day, and there are from two to tree 
days. The farmer knows by this time how 
to vary a program so that there is something 
on it that will interest some one if not many. 

One of the most Valued features of the 
frequent meeting of this class of workers 
is that of sociability. It brings the high and 
the low together, and thus does a wonderful 
amount of good. 
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Store That Never srsso: 


Makes a Sale. 


By James F. Royster. 
N almost all ways the store of Joshua 
Baker, in a small town in southern Geor- - 
gia, is the same as the usual type of 
‘‘ general store you could have seen in 
any southern village twenty-five years 
ago. The species is fast going out of exist- 
ence. In one important particular, however, 
this store is unlike any you have ever heard 
of. It is open for business every day in the 
year from 7 in the mornin 
evening, and there is a stock of goods in the 
building; yet no one has made a purchase 
the store in more than seven years. 
his condition is not to be accounted for 
by the fact that there is a legal incumbrance 
on the stock, nor that old man Baker has 
been boycotted by the community for politi- 
cal or religious reasons, nor that the retall 
store has been converted into a wholesale 
establishment—it is merely that Joshua will 
not sell and that the people will not buy. The 
merchant continues, however, to offer his 
wares for sale—at his own prices—and the 
villagers refuse to buy—except at their own 
bidding. | 
About ten years ago Joshua Baker an- 
nounced to his acquaintances in the village 
that he had made up his mind to retire from 
business, and with this resolution he offered 
his stock for sale in part or in whole. After 
having been the “ merchant prince ot the 
town for as many years as the younger gen- 
eration can remember, his general mer- 
chandise business had been falling away 
for several years. This shrinkage in his 
trade was due chiefly to the fact that for five 
or six years Joshua had been drinking more 
than is good for business, and when Joshua 
was drunk he was neither agreeable nor po- 
Ute. In fact, he often was dangerous.

“Young Rivals Start Up. 


Taking advantage of the waning of the 
old man's grasp on the town trade, younger, 


more progreasive and more sober men 


seized the chance to set up rival stores, a 
venture that would have seemed foolhardy 
when they were ten years younger. One 
of these merchants actually called his store 
an “emporium,” and added the business of 
butchering to his grocery department. More 
alive to the needs and the changing tastes 
of the people, they had succeeded in taking 
from the old man practically all of his trade, 
but not before he had put aside een 
like $50,000 for future use. 

The first axiom in Joshua Baker's com- 
mercial philosophy is to sell everything for 
more than you paid forit. The second, like 
unto the first, is to spend nothing unless 
you are compelled to spend it. The money 
that any of the stockyard firms gives away 
in showing visitors through its plant would 
seem to him, were he able to conceive of 
such a thing, pure foolishness and a waste 
of money. A marked down sale is de- 
yond his comprehension, Why should a 
man sell for 10 cents a yard cloth that cost 
him 11 cents for the same yard? 

Recognizing only this business creed and 
believing fervently in it, Joshua, when he 
decided to sell out, made no announcement 
of a2 eg out sale at greatly reduced 
prices, “going out of business. Every- 
thing at be sacrificed.” Going out of 
business to him was doing only what he had 
been doing for several years past; refusing 
to replenish his stock and selling his goods 
for what he was able to get for them above 
what he had paid for them, until everything 
was gone. He thought that he would shut 
his doors when he had sold all he had in the 
house. But the price on no single article 
was reduced. Joshua remained as heavily 
“lit up as ever; and the good people of the 
town bought no more from him than they 
had been doing for several years before he 
made his announcement of his intention to 
retire. 
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Town Loafers Stay Away. 

The town loafers do not haunt his stove, for 
even loafers demand some action and excite- 
ment. But every day the old man goes to 
his place of business at 7 in the morning 
and remains there until 6 in the evening, 
except for his dinner hour from 12 to 1. The 
last sale he made, he told me recently, was 
“nigh unto seven year ago.” He was quick 
to add that it might be another 7 or 700 be- 
fore he would commit any of that-foolish- 
ness of cutting prices. 

The sight of the success of his successor 
does not cause any expression of jealousy to 
come to his countenance, nor does it sharpen 
his tongue to words of spite. On the other 
hand, his expression and conversation are 
those showing the satisfaction of a person 
who knows that he is doing right, in spite 
of all consequences. Everything in the 
house heaped together would not fll a room 
of ordinary height, 10 by 15. The shelvesand 
cases are probably one-fourth stocked. Mr, 
Joshua Baker himself does not possess an 
inventory, but he has a carefully prepared list 
that he keeps in his head.

Pays 20 Per Cent a Year. 


This scheme of the “employés’ savings 


and loan bank” is not an academic dream. 


‘It ig a reality in several cities in the coun- 


try, and one of these banks in a *Chicago in- 
stitution of 700 employés has just entered on 
its second year with 518 of the house employés 
holding stock in the institution. In that first 
year just closed the interest to stockhold- 
ers has been close to 20 per cent for the year; 
a score of men tied up with loan sharks have 
been released and kept free; the average 
number of shares held by stockholders was 
eight, and at the close of the year the aver- 
age balance on the books was close to $90, 
Under the bylaws of this particular bank it 
was agreed that the bank should continue in 
existence only one year, at the end of which” 
time the books were to be closed and distri- 
bution made to stockholders. With a little 
more than $30,009 on deposit from the 300 odd 
stockholders, it was urgently pressed home 


that another banking year should begin at 


once, and the 300 members were increased 30 
518 at this first meeting of this second bank- 
ing year. 

Aside from the net interest results, almost 
every man in the organization had received 
benefits beyond those that his loan necessi- 
ties and his nen increments had brought 
him.

Workers Learn to Save. 

Men whio never before in their lives had 
accumulated $100 in cach found this sum in 
hand almost as if they had found it; They 
had received a lesson in how money would 
earn money. They had disciplined them- 
selves for weeks and months in laying aside 
a certain subscribed portion of their weekly 
salartes. 

They had learned business methods through 
the bylaw which imposed a fine upon them 
whenever that day on which subscriptions

banker N they had less trouble with 
loan sharks and garnishment of employés’ 
wages than ever before in their experience; 
and ordinary employés “braced up and 
made good, while extraordinary ones dis- 
covered that in the bank ties were reasons 
why they should not risk seeking possibly 
better positions elsewhere.

Ten Limit for One Persen. 

In the organization of this employés’ bank 
each share was fixed at $12.50 maturity 
value, and no employé could subscribe for 
more than ten shares. On each of these 
shares for fifty weeke the weekly due was 
25 cents, payable on or before Thursday night 
of each week. The bank's official equipment 
numbered a president, vice president, treas- 
urer, and financial secretary—the last named 
officer occupying the position of cashier and 
credit man of the bank. 

From each of the several distinct depart- 
ments in the employing house directors were 
elected from the stockholders in those de- 
partments, no one department having more 
than two directors or less than one. On this 
basis the house in question contributed twen- 
ty men to the directorate. From thesetwen- 
ty directors an executive committee of three 
was elected, and within these groups the 
bank was organized and conduct 

The chief active figures in this organization 
were the treasurer and the financial secre- 
tary, each of whom was under bond of 
$5,000. In this particular bank the employ- 
ing house paid the premiums for these offi- 
ciak bonds; the only further expense of or- 
ganization was in the fees of the financial 
secretary, who received not to exceed 17.5 
cents on each share subscribed in the bank. 
The total of this fee system was not to ex- 
ceed 8500 a year for the financial secretary.

Expenses of Operating Trifling. 

The stationery equipment for the bank re- 
quired a pass book for each shareholder and a 
general ledger, together with the blank 
checks and the,pass book from the outside 
chartered bank in which the collected funds 
of the “ employés’ savings and loan bank” 
were deposited at 3 per oent Interest. 

Under the operating rules of thisemployés’ 
bank, any shareholder, at any time was privi- 
leged to withdraw his subscription for stock 
and close his account. Any employé of the 
house, whether a stockholder in the bank or 
not, was privileged to borrow money at 2 
per cent a week in sums at the discretion of 
the financial secretary, whose judgments 
were subject at all times to scrutiny of the 
proper bank officers. Any check drawn upon 
the bank's bank account in the outside bank 
of deposit was signed by the financial secre- 


‘employé not connected with the 


the bank locked into his personality, 1. 
amount ot salary which he drew from the 
house, the amount of his subscribed stock, 
the time in which he had been an employé— 
in fact, regarded the applicant: aw a bor- 
rower on @ business basis, who expected to 
get hit loan only on business principles. 

Out cf the hundreds of applicants for loans 
in that first year only two or three persons 
Were discouraged or refused the loan. Only 
881 was lost because of crooked persons who 
were favored, and one of these losses came 
about through failure of the bank director 
who had charge of the house’s pay roll to 
notify the financial: secretary of that per- 
son's pending discharge from the service 
of the house. 


Here, in this incident, is brought out one’ 


of the requisites of the employés’ ‘bank's 
organization... Some one in the house must 
be in closest touch with both the house 
pey roll and the financial secretary of the 
bank. Anything which in any way develops 
to impair the standing of an employé in the 
house needs to be reported to the financial 
secrctary as confidential credit man of the 
bank. The basis of a loan by the bank may 
be that employé’s standing and the amount 
of his salary for each week. Ifa borrowing 
employé is threatened with discharge or has. 
recelved notice of dismissal the necessity for 
the financial secretary's knowledge of the 
condition is seen at once.

Any Employe May Borrow. 

As to the sum that may be borrowed_by 
an irdividual, everything depends upon the 
individual and his standing. If he is an old 
k at 
all, and yet recognized for his honesty and 
conservatism, he may borraw all the money 
he probably could want at 2 per cent a week. 
If he be a new man, who may have paid in 
$25 in bank dues and have a salary of $25 a 
week, he may get $35 or $40, according as 
he has proved himself to the house which 
employs him. For the borrowers’ notes read 


for “payment on demand,” at the discre- 


tion of the bank’s officers, 

As to the ‘details of making loans, they 
are made in cash that probably has not been 
banked in the outside bank ofdeposit. ‘With 
500 shareholders in such a bank, paying on 
a tctal of 4,000 shares each week, the 2 
cents a share, payable each Thursday; will 


total $1,000 weekly, with not a few dollars 


accumulating from the shareholdérs’ fines 
for arrears. 

Occasionally the most careful ‘of share- 
holders forget the weekly payment of dues. 
The fine for arrears is 2 cents upon each 25 


cents due. If at the end of ten consecutive 
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only the legal 0 per cent interest, Share- 


holders in the bank, owing money on 


Two deaths eue in thie first year, 
which cost each shareholder only §2. As to 
the recipients of the benefit, there is the case 
of one member who had paid in only $2.50 
of his subscribed dues, but whose widow 
received 8518 from the membership, together 
with the $2.50 which the shareholder had 


paid in. ; 


As against this death tax upon the mem- 
bers in the bank the earnings declared upon 
shares are in marked contrast. The average 
number of shares to each man was eight, 
which, paid for in fifty weeks, made a tota] 
of $100. For many of these shareholders it 
was the first $100 they ever had accumuleted, 
and with $2 subtracted for death benefits the 
interest earnings on these eight shares were 
$8 net. As this total deposit for the year 


averages only about $50, the interest, in fact, 


is 20 per cent: 

As a panacea for the loan shark the 
Employés’ Savings and Loan bank has 
proved itself. If you are one of a bunch of 
employés who desire to try the remedy, go 
ahead. You'll find the heads of your em- 
ploying house giving you encouragement, 
and perhaps incidental help, in perfecting 
the organization and putting the bank on a 
working basis. 


Boss Should Hire Own Help; Want Ad Beats an Agency. 


N securing help there are three general 
methods open to the employer. The first 
and best is advertising in the classified 
newspaper columns. The second, that of 
maintaining an employment department 

or at least an application file for recording 
the names and qualifications N. would-be 


- employés, is good, but is open ta at least one 


seriéus objection. In the world of work 
hunters even a day is an epoch; and an ap- 
plication a week old may be practically 
worthless, because the applicant probably 
has been hired by that time if he is worth 
birfng, and could hardly be expected to 
change again immediately. 

The only remaining course is to appeal to 
en employment agency. Probably the busy 
employer spends less thought on this method 
of filling his vacancies than on any of the 
others—fess than it really deserves, in fact. 
To him the employment agency is a con- 
venience which has the appearance of sim- 
plicity itself. He steps to the telephone, 
states ‘his requirements to the suave agency 
manager, and presently there comes to him, 
bearing a letter of introduction, an indi- 
vidual more or less according to specifica- 
tions. 

* — 

Employer Not Interested in Agency. 

If the applicant seems satisfactory, the 
matter is closed—to the employer. The com- 
mission or fee charged by the agency Is of nd 
more interest to him than is any other obli- 
gation of his new employé, although he is 
aware that there is no Es vais made to him 
for the service. 

But suppose that after two weeks’ trial 
the employé proves unsatisfactory and isdis- 
missed. The employer has no means of know- 
ing the ‘interesting fact that the agency’s 
commission probably has already been paid— 
taking possibly the full amount of the two 
weeks’ salary. 

The agency contract which the applicant is 
required to sign usually contains a clause to 
the effect that a position lost in this way 
after being paid for will be replaced by an- 
other one. Thereare few authentic instances 
of this part of the agreement having been 
carried out.

Granted, then, that the employer cannot, 
or at any rate does not, interest himserf 
in the pecuniary end of the proposition, let 
us see what kind of service it is that he 
receives gratis. That, by the way, is the 
most peculiar feature of the employment 
agency business. The man to whom the 
agency directs its appeals, its advertising 
efforts, its arguments of time and money 
saved, pays nothing. The man he is search- 
ing for pays the cost of the search—plus the 
agency's profit! 

It is made to appear to the employer that 
the agency has some private the peculiar 
means of finding the right employé. A lit- 
tle reflection will make evident the fact 
that there can be no other means than ad- 
vertising. And 80 it happens that when an 
empioyer decides to advertise for help, and 
then changes his mind and calls up an agen- 
cy, that agency in all probability inserts.

Progress Increases Our Pleasures. 

Even the simple pleasures ot the table are 
far more extended among men than with 
the animals. The introduction of cookery 
and its ample development and refinement 
have given the means of vastly increasing the 
pleasure giving power of the various nutri- 
tious substances, while the faculty itself, by 
adaptation to this superior diet, has become 
capable of appreciating these improvements 
in progressively increasing degrees. 

To all the multitudinous kinds of prepared 
food, the meats, soups, ragouts, condiments, 
pastry, confections, etc., must be added the 
many delicious beverages, including fer- 
mented liquors, which, whatever their 
physiological position or moral influence, 
are among the highest contributions to the 
stock of human pleasures, and must there- 

‘fore enter into the enumeration of the ob- 
jects of gustatory enjoyment. 

Corresponding to all these objects there are 
acquired tastes, differing in different individ- 
uals, but strong in all, serving to intensify 
the general sum of the pleasures. of nutri- 
tion. .The importance of these pleasures as 
motives to human action cannot be over- 
estimated, and must not be belittied. 

Not only are they the chief objects of the 
life of the great mass of humanity whose 
monotonous toll scarcely is relleved except 
by varying their quality, but their power is 
equally great over the higher classes, es- 
pecially the unintellectual wealthy who lav- 
ish vast sums upon the gratification of their 
uncurbed appetites; while every one knows 
that the skillful lobbyist can turn the whole 
tide of the legislation of great states by the 


magic spell of well managed dinners and 
sumptuous banquets. 

The pleasures of love are far more com- 
plex and extensive in man than in the animal 
kingdom. In the higher types of man, par- 
ticularly. among monogamous races, these 
pleasures culminate in the absorbing emo- 
tion of romantic love, which has formed the 
theme of tnnumerable poems and romances, 
flooding the world with a literature of its 
own. 

Next comes the pleasure of natural exer- 
cise. Study the movements of an animal, 
a dog, for example, when not in restraint, 
and it is easy to observe that the individual 
begins to act as soon as there has been 
enough repose. The dog is wearled of repose 
and begins to enjoy the positive pleasures 
of exercise. The simple love of activity Dr. 
Ward names one of the most powerful of 
all stimuli, and next to the pleasures of the 
table and the pleasures of love is the most 
important factor in both organic and super- 
organic. evolution.” It extended to its full 
length, it might be considered the primary 
pleasure, of which all other sorts of pleas- 
ure are but varieties.

Intellectual Delights Highest of All. 


As soon as development reaches a certain 
point there arises and progressively develops 
another sentiment which eventually forme a 
powerful spur to human action in the direc- 
tion of real progress.

constituting a derivative pleasure even 
greater than the original. Again the quality

fused so that what now is the exclusive en- 
joyment of the intellectually élite finally wih 
become the property of the mass of mankind 
and all will enjoy the vivid pleasures of the 
mind.

Card Playing Mania Centurles Old. ' 

There is only one thing in which the woman of to- 
day resembles her grandmother—that is her fondness 
for cards. It used to be euchre, now it is bridge. Many 
women seem to be under the impression that the mania 
for card playing has developed only since the invention 
of bridge, but this madness really has prevailed for 
many centuries. The belle of 1830 was as devoted to 
her game of euchre as the society leader of 1907 ie to 
her bridge. A chronicler of fifty years ago wrote: 

“The reason why some women like to play cards 80 
well is because they are unable to converse easily. 
It is needless to say that thie is a ‘woman's reason,’ 
for men would never admit that women, at any time, 
are unable to hold up their end of the conversation,” 

The belle of 1830 was more intellectual than the 
Woman ef the “four hundred” of today, but the dull- 
ness of the society brain is due to overindulgence in 
automobiling—at least, many noted physicians declare 
that to be the cause. The excitement and the nervous- 
hess which it produces use up much vital force that 


would otherwise stimulate ie mind. 


A good part.of the morning is sacrificed to hygiene.

Tangle of Illinois Clubwomen. 

The chibwomen of Illinois got into a merry 
tangle a few years ago over a litical 
situation. To enter or not to enter became 
the question and there were soliloquies, dis- 
cussion, and even some wars of words over 
the whole thing. In IIIinois, as in a number 
of other states in the union, the women have 
the right to vote for the state university 
trust@ées. A number of candidates on the 
republican ticket were announced, among 
the active seekers after a trusteeship being 
two women. The clubwomen of the state 
became interested and the men came forward 
and urged the clubs to indorse their respec- 
tive candidates. The more conservative of 
the clubwomen shook their heads. 

„The women's clubs and the state federa- 
tion are not political bodies,“ they declared, 
“and they cannot afford to become allied 
with the candidate of either political organ- 
ization.” 

But the more they argued the harder the 
women on the other side of the campaign 
worked and the workers finally won. The 
chibs as a state organization, as county 
leagues, and as individuals went over the 
same question; it was fought and refought, 
hashed and rehashed, until hardly a club 
meeting was without its problem of to 
enter or not to enter.” , 

Finally the individual chibs began to in- 
Gorse” the workers,“ having won through 
the argument that to indorse meant only 
to sanction the candidacy of the woman; 
to put the seal of the clubwomen's approval 
upon it—not to get out and work for the 
candidate or even to vote for her, if the mem- 
bers did not wish, so how could it be en- 
tering polities?’

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How to Dress Becomingly at Small Expense. 


How many women, married and unmarried, 
in the United States have anything like a 
fixed allowance to dregs on? Most women 
know the amount of the yearly income, 
whether it is earned by the man of the house, 
whether they earn it themselves, or are for- 
tunate enough to have an income they do not 
have to earn. A good many things would 
seem to indicate that while every other actual 


living expense is carefully apportioned off a 


Stated allowance for clothes is not made, 
consequently one frequently finds there is 
little or nothing to spend for this most neces- 
sary item. 

Nearly all women have an innate love of 
dress, and it is right that they should al- 
ways try to look as well and becomingly 
dressed as possible, and no matter how lim- 
ited in this direction the purse is care shou!d 
be taken. to see that there is some stated 
amount that can be expended. It is said that 
a badly dreseed Frenchwoman is the ex- 
ception, that no matter how nearly nothing 
‘she has to spend a certain part of her allow- 
ance is put by for clothes as religiously as 
it would be for any other necessary item. 
Then she does not buy in a haphazard man- 
ner, but studies ways and means, with the 
result that she always looks well and ap- 
propriately dreseed. 

It would seem as though her American 
sister would do well to follow her in this in- 
stance. We live in such a strenuous time, 
and there are so many demands on our hours 
and minutes that it is easy to be careless or 
indifferent sometimes of our personal ap- 
pearance. But it is a habit not to be in- 
dulged in, and even the busiest can with a 
little planning manage to have made or make 
themselves pretty and attractive clothes, so 
that no matter what occasion arises there 
will be something suitable to wear.

Hooks and Eyes Must Be Properly Placed. 


Putting hooks and eyes on a waist so that 
they come exactly where they belong is, liko 
anything else, easy to do when one knows 
how. And the right way to do a thing shou'd 
always in the end prove to be an easy way. 
People who do sewing and dressmaking 
should learn to use a tracing wheel, French 
chalk, or pencil, as the case may require, 
for the marking of seams, waist, neck, and 
armhole lines. Unless these lines are clear- 
ly marked no waist can be well put together 
and fitted, and in the fitting if the waist line, 
for instance, is not right, it should be altered 
and a new Ifme put in. 

Probably a good deal of the trouble in put- 
ting on hooks and eyes is because the work 
that comes before is not accurately done. 
When a waist is to be hooked, whether it is 
in the front or the back, the material is 
turned back exactly on the traced line mark- 
ing the middle of the back or front on both 
pieces, then thé waist is turned wrong side 
out, the two edges held and pinned together 
at the waist and neck lines first (and this 
must be done exactly right, seeing that these 
lines meet exactly and do not slide by each 
other by so much as a hair's breadth), then 
in between the entire length.

The reason that care should de taken to 
keep the waist and neck lines together is that 
it brings the corresponding parts exactly op- 
posite, and with these two points held in po- 
sition there is little danger of petting the 
rest of the length twisted. Hooks and eyes 
should be ene inch apart from the neck to 
the bust line and three-quarters of an inch 
from the bust Une to the waist. While the 
waist ig pinned together as directed above, 
measure down from the neck ene inch and 
stick a pin through beth pieces, being sure 
that the pin goes straight through, and not 
slanting, and stick pins througn the entire 
length at distances of one inch, then three- 
quarters, as directed above. Have a pencil

The 
cause of astigmatiem usually is heredity, although 
some of the scientists hold that it is due to different 
series of pressure upon the eyes. Myopia is short- 
sightedness, and there is no eye complaint upon which 
heredity has a greater effect than th 

‘The different intensities of light in the oity—the 
use of electric light and the changing from one light 
to another is one of the great causes of the muscular 
defects of the eyes from which thousands upon thou- 
sands of children suffer. More children are victims of 
muscular defects than any ether eye trouble. And with 
the increase in the popularity of the moving picture 
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HE Chicagoan of 1950 will 

be lopsided, stunted, lazy, 

nearsighted, slightly deaf, 

anemic and nervous. Near- 

ly every man, woman, and 

child in Chicago will wear glasses and 

thousands will carry ear trumpets. This 

is the only conclusion which can be drawn 
from the observations made by the department of child 
Stady of the board of education and from the mass 
of statistics collected by Dr. ‘Daniel P. MacMillan, 
the department head, which show that defective body 
movements, undergrowth, chronic fatigue, poor eye 
Sight, defective hearing, anemia, and nervousness are 

eristic complaints of the Chicago child. 

The figures presented by the department of child 
study on the defects of children are appalling. They 
are a warning to parents to surround their children 
with all possible safeguards and to let no slight trou- 
ble go unattended. They furnish positive testimony 
to the great value of scientific pedagogy. They will 
60 a long way toward solving the problem of the school 
in its relation to the backward pupil. When the 
Statistics are considered in the relationship they bear 
to the school, educators at once begin to understand 
the cause of mental dullness on the part of thousands 
of pupils. |

The result of the investigations carried on by the 
child study department under the supervision of Dr. 
MacMillan proves the need for such a department, its 
immense value in relation to education and its tre- 
mendous value as a factor in the making of good and 
useful citizens.

Defective Vision, Hearing, Nerves, and Blood. 

That the children of Chicago are victims of poor 
eyesight, of faulty hearing, of nervousness, of chronic 
fatigue, of defective bodily movements, of undergrowth, 
and of anemia is proved by the figures gathered by 
the child study department through the examination 
of 64,623 children. Yet only a mall percentage of 
these children had been classed as subnormal. Twenty- 
seven thousand eight hundred and seventy-six were 
boys and 26,747 were girls. From the data gained and 
tabulated through the examination of this great army 
of school children the child study department has made 
estimates showing that of all the children attending 
public schools, nearly 28000 of them, the following 
facts obtain: 

Forty per cent have defective vision from one cause 
or another. i 

Sixteen per cent are suffering from hearing defects. 

Twenty per cent of all grammar grade pupils are 


machine and the penny areade the victims of muscular 
eye defects will increase proportionately. There 
nothing more severe on the eyes, according to scien- 
tists, than the moving pictures displayed in the cheap 
theaters of the city. 

The chief trouble with the hearing of the Chicago 
child arises from post-nasal congestion, such as 1% 
caused by catarrh and colds. 

* * 
Interrupted Rest Cause of Nervousness. 

Excessive stimulation, which is the natural result 
of life in a great city, is the great cause for so much 
nervous trouble among children. Lack of sleep, in- 
terrupted rest, external noises, and even the crowded 
streets and the necessity of crossing them between 
hurrying wagons and flying automobiles, all make for 2 
race of unusually nervous people in Chicago in the 
year 1950. It is to these causes that the school child 
of today owes his nervousness—to the life of the city 
and often to malnutrition. 

Chronic fatigue is due to poor feeding. lack of 
proper rest, and inherited and depleted physiques, due 
to overwork and worry, etc., and to the same causes 
and to lack of proper exercise is due the enormous 
number of victims of anemia among the children of 
Chicago. Defective bodily movements and postures are 
effects of the same causes which produce nervousness, 
and thousands of children in Chicago are lopsided, for 
that ie what defective body postures mean. It means 
that the two sides of the child are not the same, that 
the body is not symmetrical. 

With /the percentages of the children of Chicago 
who are victims of poor eyesight, bad hearing, nervous 
ness, chronic fatigue constantly piling up, is it any 
wonder that scientists predict that the Chicagoan of 
1950 will have bad eyesight, will be compelled to wear 
glasses; that thousands will have faulty hearing and 
hundreds upon hundreds will carry eaf trumpets, win 
be lazy, will be anemic, and will be undersized an 
below normal in weight and strength?

Millions of Comics Are Sold. Annually. 


The business of making “comics,” as they are 
called, is much more important than one might suppose. 
Something like 25,000,000 of them will be scattered 
over che country through the mails during the next few 
days, purchasers of them being largely children. Sold at 
the rate of four for a cent to the dealers, they are re- 
tailed at a penny apiece, affording a satisfactory profit. 


,Of course, they are printed on the cheapest of paper, 


and it costs little o turn them out—though, as a mat- 
ter of fact, there must be new designs each year.

Dark places 
where highwaymen lurk will be lit up and 
the wayfarer will have some protection 
aguinst a sudden attack. That will be of 
more benefit to him than raising the sal- 
aries of policemen. 

The finance committee has begun well. 
If it shall keep on as it has begun it will 
make up a budget which the council 
should adopt without change. The peo- 
ple shonld not be fault finders, even 


The committee regrets its inability to pro- 
vide adequately for them, but it is not to 
blame. Those’ who voted against giving 
the city sufficient revenue are the re 
sponsible parties. 


THE STATE INSTITUTIONS. 

The legislative investigation of the state 
institutions shows more clearly from day 
to day the results of<inefficiency and neg- 
lect. It would be monstrous to assume 
that.the trustees of the asylums for the 
feebleminded, the insane, and the blind 
deliberately consented to the conditions 
which exist. For the most part they 
probably have been more interested in 
politics or their private affairs than in 
their charges. ‘They. were appointed as 
much for political reasons as for their fit- 
ness as trustees. They had no experience 
in the work to which they were called and 
very little opportunity to acquire informa- 
tion as to what was going on under them 
ot as to the methods followed in other 
states and other countries. 

The system is to blame rather than the 
trustees; the board of charities, or the 
governor. The system must be changed. 
It will be the duty of the legislative com- 
mittee to make that possible. Its investi- 
gation ought not to be confined to this 
state. It should study the practice in 
other states, and should hear from the 
-governor and the board of charities the 
result. of their investigations elsewhere. 
It should make. recommendations to the 
legislature so complete that adequate leg- 
islation can be had immediately after the 
reassembling of the legislature in May. 


A -TARIFF COMMISSION. 

Répresentatives of the great commer- 
cial interests of the country assembled in 
Washington last week. Their object was 
to induce congress to pass the Beveridge 
tariff commission bill. That measure pro- 
vides for a commission of five members, 
one of them to be identified with the pro- 
ducing interests, another a lawyer who 
has made a special study of American 
customs laws, another some one who has 
had special.experience in connection with 
their admin 
is familiar with industrial and commer: 
cial conditions in foreign countries, and 


miliar with prices and cost of production. 

The commission is to proceed at once to 
investigate the cost of production of al! 
American articles covered by the tariff 
with special reference to the prices paid 
American labor as compared with those 
paid foreign labor, so as to enable con- 
gress to ascertain what would de equita- 
ble duties. 

The advocates of the bill—and it has 
a great many—reason that if it were to 


the next congress vened. Then that 
telligently with the revision of the tariff. 
That will be the most important question 
it will have to deal with. 

The tariff commission bill should pass. 
I+ should pass in spite of the fact that its 
work might be almost as imeffective as 
far as congress is concerned as that of 
the tariff commission of 1882. It was 
composed of fair and able men who made 
judiciots recommendations, but congress 
paid no attention to them and revised the 
tariff to suit itself. The duties which 
congress agreed on then were not , sug- 
gested by expert knowledge. They were 
the result of agreements between con- 
gressmen who were trying to get the most 
they could for the special interests they 
felt obliged to look after. 

The motives that will govern congress- 
men when tariff revision shall be taken 
up will be much the same as governed 
them twenty-five years ago. If the Ber- 
eridge bill shall pass and a competent 
commission shall present data which prove 
the propriety of lower duties on cotton 
laces and embroideries, some New Eng- 
land senators will say the figures are far 
too low and use their influence to prevent 
their adoption. There will be more or 
less bargaining all along the line. If a

CONSERVING NATURE'S ‘RESOURCES. 

Wasteful methods have had their day. 
The utilization of the odds and ends in 
by-products has become à recognized 
feature Of all industry. The same idea 


nature. 
of forests and of carelessness in agricul- 
ture is eqming to an end. The voices are 


many which call for prudence and cau- 


tion in fields where thoughtlessness and 
extravagance have had full swing. 

A report from the New York state 
water supply commission illustrates the 
changing thought. It declares that) the 
further contamination of the lakes and the 
streams must be prevented by the adop- 
tion of strict measures in connection with 
a careful and farseeing policy. The time 
max come when the water needed for 
the cities and towns of the state will be 
difficult to find unless the pollution of 
lakes and rivers is checked. 

An entirely different phase of the 1 
eral subject is suggested by a study of 
the possibilities of utilization of the water 
power for industrial purposes. Not count- 
Läwrener or Niagara, tlie 
rivers of New York, if their flood waters 
‘are -earefully. stored, ean furnish.at least 
1,090,000 horse power annually. More 
than half ot this is permitted to run to 
waste because of the lack of any system 
for using it. At ¢ low estimate the earn- 
ing power of this energy is placed at 
$6,000,000 a year. Even this large figure 
might be increased if the annual loss from 
floods were prevented by proper equaliza- 
tion of the flaw of the streams. 

It has been but a short time since the 
same idea was applied to the waste en- 
ergy of the streams of Illinois. The state 
is full of rivers. and smaller waterways 
each of which has potential industrial 
value. The present. need for the powér 
may not be apparent. But the future 
should be provided for by the farseeing 
men of today. The spirit which ignores 
the scarcity of the future in the plenty of 


wisdom. 

Secretary Garfield’s contention that the 
coal in Alaska should not be given away 
to induce development is a hint in the 
same direction. It is believed that there 
are millions of tons hidden away there 
which will come in handy by and by. 
These coal measures, as well as the ex- 
tensive ones in the western public do- 
main, should be so administered as to 
prevent waste or monopolization by a few. 
They should be developed as the need 
grows greater, It has already been 
pointed out by others that these deposits 
on government land have in them a pos- 
sible source of large revenues. 

Whether any immediate steps are taken 
in the direction pointed out by the careful 
students of conditions, or not, it is gratify- 
ing to Note the increasing frequency of 
the recommendations looking to the con- 
serving of the abundant resources of na- 
ture. In several of the states commis- 
sions are at work investigating the possi- 
bilities. It is clear that there is enormous 
waste now, a waste that has continued 
for generations, It is equally clear that 
there is a rapidly developing: notion that 
such waste should be checked and that 
the government, national and state, should 
secure part of its income from intelligent 
utilization of energy whose harnessing fur 
effective service would be comparatively 
easy and inexpensive.

The mother of the girl is 
consequence endeavoring to lega 
proceedings against the crown-prince, but 
finds herself in a quandary, owing to the fact 
that the crown prince, being a member of one 
‘of the reigning houses of Europe, is as such 
entitled.to extra territorial privileges when 
abroad, precisely in the same way as foreign 
ambassadors, and is therefore exempt from 
the jurisdiction of all French courts, no mat- 
ter whether civil or criminal. 

It is @oubtful whether the prince of Monaco 
has known until now of his son's marriage. 
He is understood to have regarded it as a 
mere feminine entanglement of a temporary 
character. Now, however, that he finds 
there has been a bona fide marriage, he is 
furious, and insists that his son should take 
proceedings to have it annulled, and to re- 
pudiate not anly the woman but also the little 
girl. This the crown prince refuses to do 
He.is willing enough to secure a legal separa- 
tion from his wife, but not a divorce, being a 
‘Roman Catholic, and having been married 
according to Roman Catholic rites, and he 
claims that the child is not morganatic but 
fully legitimate, and therefore entitled th all 
the rank and status of a princess of Monaco. 
His father has retaliated by not only cutting 
off hie al and turning him out of 
doors but likewise by issuing a warning to 
the effect that he would not be responsible

born as Miss Alice Heine at New Orleans, the 
daughter of Michael Heine, a banker of that 
city; that the reigning prince of Monaco’s 
mother, a comtesse de Merode by birth, was 
a mere Belgian noblewoman, and that the 
wife of Prince Florestan of Monaco, grand- 
father of the reigning prince, was the daugh- 
ter of a small charcutier, or pork butcher, 
named Gilbert, in one of the ying quarters 
of Paris. 

It must be confessed that the crown prince’s 
arguments are unanswerable, and that since 
the crown prince is the only legitimate off- 
spring of the reigning prince of Monaco, the 
throne of the latter principality will eventu- 
ally devolve upon the now 7 year old girl of 
the crown prince, whom he himself describes 
as Princess Charlotte, and for whom he 
claims complete legitimacy.

Monaco's crown prince is now 38 years of 
age, received his military training in France, 
and served for a time with the Spahis, tn 
Tunis and Algeria. He has since his retire- 
ment from the army Hved quietly and unob- 
trusively in Paris, and although making his 
home, as I mentioned above, in the Parisian 
mansion of his father, has never accom- 
panied the latter om his visits td foreign 
courts, or on his yachting expeditions. In 
fact, there is no crown prince of any Euro- 
pean throne about whom less is known at the 
royal and imperial courts of the old world 
— the crown prince of Monaco. He stands 

e peculiar position of being the legit!- 
3 offspring of a marriage decreed to be 
nonexistent, 

His mother, Lady Mary Hamilton, man- 
aged to secure from the vatican a decree 
annulling her marriage from the prince of 
Monaco, on the ground that she had been 
forced agaifiet her will to wed him by her 
mother, a princess of the reigning house of 
Baden, and by her kinsman, Napoleon III.. 
who indeed gave away the bride at the wed- 
ding in 1800. But the decree, which was 
afterwards confirmed by the civil courts of 
Monaco, expressly stipulated that the only 
child of this marriage should be regarded as 
legitimate. 

When Lady Mary left her husband she car- 
ried off her little boy with her to Italy, where 
an attempt made by the Italian police, acting 
in the name of the prince of Monaco, to take 
the child from her by foree at Florence was 
frustrated by the Grandduchess Helena of 
Russia. The former princess of Monaco is 
now the wife of Count Tassilé Festétics, head 
of the Festetics family, and grandmaster of 
the court of Hungary.

Gen. Sir Henry Newdigate’s death, which 
has just been announced from London, serves 
to recall the fact that this Crimean and In- 
dian mutiny, veteran was heir to the Arbury 
hall estates in Warwickshire, now held by his 
nephew Francis Newdigate, and which on 
the latter’s death will pass to the general's 
now 14 year old son Richard. Arbury hall 
is the original of George Bilot’s “ Cheverel 
Manor.” and Sir Roger Newdigate, the father 
of the late general, was portrayed by the 
novelist as Sir gehen tay Cheverel, and 
his mother as hady Pe 

Arbury hall was — A priory, built 
in the latter half of the twelfth century for 
the canons of St. Augustine. .Secularized at 
the time of the reformation, it passed into 
the hands of the duke of Suffolk, who sold it 
to Chief Justice Sir Bdmund Anderson, who 
in turn disposed of it in 1586 to John Newdi- 
gate. It is to Sir Roger Newdigate, however, 
that belongs the credit of the architectural 
beauties of the place, and it was he who 
metamorphosed the old brick building into 
one of the most picturesque Gothic manor 
houses in the united kingdom. 

The vast courtyard id surrounded by a 
cloister, the Outer walls are cased with stone, 
and flanked by massive turrets, while on the 
north a long vista opens up in the wood- 
lands, terminating in an embattled gateway, 
known as the North Lodge.

istration. It was, therefore, perfectly nat- 
ural that when she saw the king and the 
crown prince shot down by her side, her 
second som wounded, and herself literally 
drenched with the blood of th hom she 
loved so dearly, she should have placed the 
blame for the tragedy upon the one man to 
whom her mother-imlaw and all those 
around her attributed the responsibility and 
should have insisted on his resignation. 

But by intrusting the reins of government 
to his foes, who are likewise the adversaries 
of her husband, she has rendered useless the 
sacrifice of the life of Don Carios and has 
by one stroke of the pen undone all the 
work which he for the last eighteen months 
has so courageously endeavored to accom- 
plish for the good of his country. 

As pointed out in several of my previous
